Section 3. Where two or more statutes or parts thereof 
overlap each other or substantially cover the same ground, the 
latter only shall be included. 


Section 4. Where a statute is repugnant to the Constitution 
of the United States or the Act to provide a Government for 
the Territory of Hawaii in part only, it may be modified so as 
to conform thereto. 


Section 5. Where a statute refers to another statute which 
has been repealed, and a subsequent statute has been enacted 
covering the same subject matter, the first named statute may 
be modified so as to refer to such new statute in place of such 
repealed statute. 
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Act 11. Compilation of Laws. 


Sicrion 6. Mistakes of omission or erroneous reference to 
other statutes or other mistakes, obviously made through over- 
sight or accident in the original statutes, may be corrected. 


Section 7. Statutes may be modified so as to express the 
intention manifested in later statutes, either expressly or by 
clear implication; and, where any statute or any part thereof 
is obviously obsolete or redundant, such statute or part thereof

Section 8. The compilation shall include a complete in- 
dex, and as a prefix the Act to provide a Government for the 
Territory of Hawaii, and head notes expressing the substance of 
each section of said compilation; notes stating briefly the date 
of the original enactment of each section and of the amendment 
or amendments thereof, if any, and where, if at all, the same 
is found in previous compilations; also notes citing decisions, if 
any, published in the United States Supreme Court Reports, 
the Federal Reporter, the United States District Court for the 
Territory of Hawaii Reports, the Hawaiian Supreme Court 
Reports and the Opinions of the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral construing or relating to the subject matter of each session.

dicated in such action, and judgment rendered thereon; sub- 
ject, however, to the priority of the claim and judgment of the 
Territory. If the full amount of the liability of the sureties on 
said bond is insufficient to pay the full amount of said claims, 
then, after paying the full amount due the Territory, the re- 
mainder shall be distributed pro rata among said intervenors. 
If no suit shall be brought by the Territory within two months 
from the completion and final settlement of said contract, any 
person or persons who shall have furnished labor and materials 
as aforesaid shall, upon applying therefor, and furnishing an 
affidavit to the Superintendent of Public Works or other officer 
or officers representing the Territory in the matter of said con- 
tract that labor or materials for the prosecution of such work 
have been furnished by him or them, and that payment therefor 
has not been made, be furnished with a certified copy of said 
contract and bond, upon which he or they shall have a right of 
action, and shall be and are hereby authorized to bring suit in 
the name of the Territory in the circuit court of the circuit in 
which said contract was to be performed and executed, irrespec- 
tive of the amount in controversy in such suit, and not else- 
where, for his or their use and benefit, against said contractor 
and his sureties, and to prosecute the same to final judgment 
and execution. Provided, that where suit is instituted by any 
such creditors on the bond of the contractor, it shall not be 
commenced until after the complete performance of said con- 
tract and final settlement thereof, and shall be commenced with- 
in four months after the performance and final settlement of 
said contract, and not later.

exclusion or destruction, either upon introduction into this Ter- 
ritory, or at any time or place within the Territory, of any soil, 
nursery stock, tree, sugar cane, shrub, plant, flower, vine, cut- 
cing, graft, scion, bud, seed, root, fruit pit, fruit, vegetable, 
leaf, nut, or other vegetable growth, or other substances, and any 
box, barrel, package, or packing material or containers in which 
said articles or any of them have been transported or contained, 
which is or may be infected witn or liable to assist in the trans- 
mission or dissemination of any insect, blight, scale or disease 
injurious, or liable to become injurious to trees, plants, or other 
vegetation of value. Included therein may be rules and regu- 
lations governing the shipping between the different localities 
on the same island of any or all of the nursery stock, trees and 
other articles in this subsection above enumerated ; 

And also to prohibit the importation into the Territory from 
any or all foreign countries, or other parts of the United States, 
or the shipment from one island within the Territory to another 
island therein, or the transportation from one part or locality 
of any island to another part or locality of the same island, of 
any specific article, or class of articles above enumerated, which 
are liable to introduce or disseminate, or assist in the introduc- 
tion or dissemination of any insect, blight, scale or disease, in- 
jurious or liable to become injurious to trees, plants, or other 
vegetation of value.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the T'erritory of Hawaii: 


Secrion 1. A Commission of three disinterested and com- 
petent citizens of the Territory of Hawaii, one of whom shall 
be an Attorney of the Supreme Court of the Territory of Ha- 
waii, shall be appointed by the Governor to hear, investigate 
and adjudicate all claims for damages, by persons who have 
suffered a loss of property by its destruction under orders of 
the Territorial Board of Health or in consequence of orders by 
said Board in the years 1911 and 1912, such destruction being 
made in order to prevent the spread of yellow fever in the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii. l 


Srection 2. Said Commission shall be appointed in the man- 
ner prescribed in Section 80 of the Organic Act. One of said 
Commissioners shall be designated Chairman of the Commis- 
sion by the Governor. 


Section 3. All such claims shall be filed with the Commis- 


sion within thirty days after its first meeting or be forever 
barred. 


Section 4. The Commissioners, upon appointment, shall 
forthwith meet and organize, and give public notice in news- 
papers of general circulation, printed and published in the City 
and County of Honolulu in the English, Hawaiian, Portuguese, 
Chinese and Japanese languages, of the time and place of the 
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first meeting of the Commission, of the times and places of sub- 
sequent meetings of the Commission, and of the statutory pro- 
vision that all such claims shall be filed with the Commission 
within thirty days after the date of such first meeting or be 
forever barred. 


The Commission shall hold public meetings in Honolulu, in 
the City and County of Honolulu, and shall hear, investigate 
and determine the claims so submitted to it, and render its 
judgment thereon allowing, modifying or disallowing such 
claims. 


Section 5. The Commission shall have power to appoint a 
clerk, bailiff and interpreters; it shall have the same power 
which is conferred on the Circuit Courts of the Territory, to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of books, 
papers and accounts; to punish persons guilty of contempt; 
and make all necessary rules and regulations for conducting its 
business. Each Commissioner and the clerk of the Commission 
shall have power to administer oaths and to take affirmations. 


Section 6. The Commission, after rendering its judgments 
upon the claims submitted to it, shall cause such judgments to 
be entered in a Record of Judgments, which judgments shall 
be signed by a majority of the Commissioners; such judgments 
shall be final and no appeal lie therefrom. The record of each 
judgment shall show 


1. Date of Judgment. 

2. Date of filing claim with the Commission. 
3 Name of claimant. 

4. Kind of property destroyed. 


Facts found and judgment of the Commission. 


Or 
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Section 7. No claim for speculative or consequential dam- 
age, or for loss of any kind whatever except for the destruction 
of the property, shall be considered by the Commission, nor 
shall any claim be considered at all unless presented to and filed 
with the Commission as hereinbefore provided. 


Section 8. Upon the organization of the Commission, the 
Territorial Board of Health shall, within ten days after writ- 


ten notice to that effect from the Commission, file with the Com- 
mission a list of all claimants and the amount of damages claim- 
ed by each that have been filed with such Board, but such filing 
by the Board shall not be construed as a presentation of claim 
on behalf of claimants. 

The clerk of the Commission shall deliver at once a state- 
ment of the claims that may be filed with it, to the Attorney 
General and no other service upon the Territory shall be re- 
quired. It shall not be necessary for the Territory to answer 
or to otherwise join issue on any claim. 


Section 9. All claims filed with the Commission may be 
set for hearing at such time as the Commission may deem 
proper, and notice thereof given to claimants in such manner 
as the Commission may prescribe by its rules. 

Secrion 10. The Commission may allow or require the 
claimants to amend the original claims filed by them when in 
the interest of justice and equity it may deem proper so to do. 


Srection 11. In proof of the claim for damages caused by 
the destruction of property destroyed, the Commission shall re- 
quire the date of the destruction, how it occurred, the nature of 
the property destroyed, its value, and place of destruction. 

Section 12. All acts to be done by said Commission may 
be legally done by a majority of its members. 

Section 13. The Territory or the Territorial Board of 
Health may appear before the Commission by attorney and 
present evidence and otherwise defend against any of such 
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claims, and such Board or the Attorney General of the Terri- 
tory may, with the consent of the Commissioners, adjust or 
compromise any or all of said claims. 


Section 14. The Commission shall not be bound to follow 
the rules of the common law in relation to pleadings, practice 
and the admission or rejection of evidence, but shall exercise 
discretion therein with a view of doing substantial justice.

Section 1. The Governor is hereby authorized to appoint a 
commission, in the manner provided by Section 80 of the Or- 
ganic Act, consisting of three members, to investigate and make a 
complete and careful audit of the financial transactions of the 
County of Hawaii since its organization; to probe the alleged 
defaleations and misappropriations of public moneys by officers 
of said County; to ascertain the time, place and manner of 
such defaleations and misappropriations, if any, and what pub- 
lic officers, other persons or corporations have been concerned 
or implicated therein or have profited or benefited thereby or 
have in any manner received the proceeds therof. The Com- 
mission shall organize by the selection of one of its members as 
chairman. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Attorney General in 
person or by deputy to attend upon all of the meetings of the 
Commission, and, subject to its direction and control, to examine 
all witnesses summoned before it, and in all respects to aid and 
assist it fully to carry out the purposes for which it is created. 


Section 3. The meetings of the Commission shall be pub- 
lic and may be held at any place or places in the Territory. 


Section 4. Each member of the Commission shall have the 
power to administer oaths, and the commission shall have the 
power to employ all necessary auditors and clerical assistance, 
to subpoena witnesses, to take testimony and to enforce the pro- 
duction of all books and papers including the papers and books 
of account of any persons, joint stock companies, or banking 
and other corporations necessary or proper to be examined in 
connection with its work. All subpoenas shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Commission. Witnesses shall be entitled to 
receive the same fees and mileage as witnesses in civil cases in 
the Courts of the Territory. 


Section 5. Any person who, having been summoned as a 
witness by the Commission to give testimony or to produce any 
books or papers relating to any matter under inquiry before the 
commission, wilfully makes default, or who, having appeared, 
refuses to answer any question pertinent to the matter under 
inquiry, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of not more than $1000 nor less than $100, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than one month nor more than twelve 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 6. No witness before the Commission shall be pri- 
vileged to refuse to testify to any fact or to produce any paper, 
respecting which he shall be examined by the Commission, upon 
the ground that his testimony to such fact or his production of 
such paper might criminate himself, but no prosecution can 
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afterwards be had against him for any offense concerning which 
he has testified. An official paper or record produced by such 
witness is not within such privilege. 


Section 7. Any witness before the Commission, who wil- 
fully, knowingly and falsely states under oath, verbally or in 
writing, any material fact, shall be deemed guilty of perjury 
within the meaning of Section 3050 of the Revised Laws and 
shall be punished by imprisonment at hard labor not more than 
twenty years. 


Section 8. Whenever a witness summoned before the Cor- 
mission fails or refuses to testify or to produce any books or 
papers relating to any matter under inquiry before the Com- 
mission, the Attorney General or his deputy shall immediately 
bring the matter before the Circuit Court of the Circuit where 
the Commission may then be sitting for its action. 


Section 9. Upon the completion of its investigations, the 
Commission shall report to the Governor the results thereof, to- 
gether with such recommendations as to needed legislation or 
otherwise as it shall see fit. At any time during the progress 
of its work the Commission may recommend to the Governor, 
to the Attorney General or to the several County or City and 
County Attorneys the immediate institution of such civil or 
criminal proceedings as its investigations shall demonstrate are 
necessary or proper. 


Section 10. The members of the Commission shall receive 
the sum of $10.00 per diem for each day occupied in their du- 
ties, and their actual necessary traveling and other expenses, in- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 


Section 11. The sum of $20,000 or so much thereof as 
may be necessary is hereby appropriated out of the general 
revenues of the Territory, to be expended under the direction 
of the Commission to defray the expenses of the investigation 
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authorized by this Act, including the compensation and expenses 
of the members of the Commission, fees and expenses of wit- 
nesses, the employment of necessary legal and clerical assist- 
ance, and stenographers and auditors. 


Upon the completion of the work of the com- 
mission and the filing of its final report with the Governor, 
the Auditor of the Territory shall certify to the Auditor of the 
County of Hawaii the total amount of money expended for the

Section 1. That the sale in bulk of the whole, or a large 
part, of a stock of merchandise and fixtures, or merchandise, 
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or fixtures, otherwise than in the ordinary course of trade, and 
in the regular and usual prosecution of the seller’s business, 
shall be deemed fraudulent and voidable as against the creditors 
of the seller, unless the purchaser shall, in good faith, and for 
the purpose of giving the notice herein required, make inquiry 
of the seller and receive from him a list in writing of the names 
and places of residence or business of each and all of his 
creditors and, unless the purchaser shall, at least fourteen days 
before the consummation of the sale, give personal notice of 
said proposed sale, to each of the creditors of the seller as ap- 
pearing on said list, or use reasonable diligence to cause per- 
sonal notice to be given to them, or shall deposit in the mail a 
registered letter of notice, postage prepaid, addressed to each 
of the seller’s said creditors at his postoffice address, according 
to the written information furnished. No proceedings at law 
or equity shall be brought against the purchaser to invalidate 
any such voidable sale, after the expiration of ninety days from 
the consummation thereof. 


Section 2. The seller shall make full and truthful answer, 
in writing, to each and all of the inquiries made of him by the 
purchaser, as required in section one; and if such seller shall 
knowingly and wilfully make or deliver, or cause to be made or 
delivered, to said purchaser any false answer to such inquiries, 
or shall induce a sale by refusing to make answer to such in- 
quiries or by fraudulently claiming or pretending ignorance of 
the matters called for by such inquiries, then, in each of said 
cases, said seller shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction thereof, he shall be sentenced to pay a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or to undergo an imprisonment 
not exceeding six months, or both, at the discretion of the court. 


Section 8. Nothing contained in this Act shall apply to 
sales made under any order of a court, or to any sales made by 
executors, assignees for the benefit of creditors, administrators, 
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receivers, or any public officer in his official capacity, or by any 
officer of a court.

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Mayor of the City 
and County of Honolulu on or before the 1st day of January 
in every year to appoint, with the approval of the Board of 
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Supervisors, a Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, to be 
known as the Honolulu Civil Service Commission, consisting 
of three citizens of the Territory, not more than any two of 
whom shall belong to the same political party when appointed. 
Any member of the Commission may be removed by the Mayor, 
with the approval of the Board of Supervisors. Vacan- 
cies in the Commission shall be filled by the Mayor with 
the approval of the Board of Supervisors for the unex- 
pired term. The City and County Clerk shall act as Secretary 
of the Commission. Two members of the Commission shall 
constitute a quorum. Each member of the Commission shall re- 
ceive compensation for his services as may be fixed by the Board 
of Supervisors, such compensation not to exceed the sum of 
Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per annum, which shall be 
paid by the City and County on the certificate of the Secretary. 
Every member of the Commission shall before entering upon 
his duties take and subscribe an oath of office in the form set 
forth in Section 30 of the Municipal Act and file the same in 
the office of the City and County Clerk. 


Srotion 2. No person shall hold or be appointed to any posi- 
tion either in the police department or in the fire department 
of the City and County of Honolulu without the approval of 
the Commission in accordance with its rules and regulations. 


Section 8. Such Commission shall prepare and adopt such 
rules and regulations to govern the selection and appointment 
of persons to be employed in either the police or fire department 
as in its judgment shall be adapted to secure the best service in 
each department. Such rules and regulations shall provide for 
ascertaining as far as possible the physical and educational 
qualifications, habits and the reputation and standing and ex- 
perience of all applicants, and shall provide for a competitive 
examination of all applicants in such subjects as shall be proper 
for the purpose of best determining their qualifications for the 
positions sought. Such rules and regulations may provide for 
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the classification of positions and for a special course of inquiry 
and examination for candidates for each class, and shall be sub- 
ject to modification or repeal by the Commission. 


Srction 4. The Commission shall cause the rules and regu- 
lations so prepared and adopted and all changes thereafter made 
to be printed and distributed, and the expense thereof shall be 
paid by the City and County on the certificate of the Secretary 
of the Commission. Such rules and regulations shall specify 
the date when they shall take effect, and thereafter all selections 
of persons for employment or appointment or promotion either 
in the police or fire department shall be in accordance there- 
with. 


Szction 5. The examination which the rules and regula- 
tions shall provide for shall be public and free for all citizens 
of the Territory over twenty and under sixty years of age with 
proper limitations as to residence, health, habits and character. 
The examinations shall be practical in their character and may 
include tests of manual skill and physical strength. The Com- 
mission shall control all examinations and may designate suit- 
able persons to conduct them and fix the rate of their compensa- 
tion which shall be paid by the City and County on the certi- 
ficate of the Secretary of the Commission. 


Section 6. Whenever any person in the police deparunent 
or fire department has been appointed under these provisions. 
he shall hold his position during good behavior subject to re- 
moval only as provided by said rules and regulations. 


Secrion 7. When vacancies in existing positions occur, or 
when new positions are created, in the police or fire department, 
which can with advantage to the department, in which they 
occur be filled by the promotion of persons in the service who 
have proved their fitness therefor they shall be filled by the pro- 
motion of such persons.

son as Deputy Bank Examiner to perform the duties of Bank 
Examiner, who may be removed by the Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Governor. 


Srecrion 2. No person shall be a Bank Examiner who is a 
Director in or owner of any interest, or shares of stock in any 
company or corporation that may be examined pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act. 


Srecrion 3. The duties of Bank Examiner shall be to make 
a thorough examination of the affairs and conditions of every 
Banking Corporation (other than a National Bank) and Trust 
Company doing business within the Territory, and organized 
under the provisions of any law now or hereafter enacted by 
the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, or otherwise; and 
also of any Fiduciary Company doing business within the Ter- 
ritory, as defined by Act 68 of the Session Laws of 1905; and 
also to make a thorough examination of the affairs of any co- 
partnership or individual that may be carrying on now, or here- 
after, a Banking and or Trust business. 


Section 4. The Bank Examiner shall have the power when 
making such examination or examinations, as the case may be, 
to examine any of the officers of the corporations and agents of 
the business being examined, on oath, and for such purpose is 
hereby authorized to administer oaths, and may order and cause 
to be produced by the officers, agents or employees of said cor- 
poration, person or company so being examined, all books of 
account, papers, documents and securities under their posses- 
sion or control. Upon the close of such examination by the 
Bank Examiner, he shall make a full and detailed report of 
the condition of the affairs of the Banking and Fiduciary Com- 
pany, corporations, or individuals, that have been examined by 
him, substantially in the form prescribed by the Schedule in 
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Section 10, which report shall be filed with the records of the 
Treasurer’s office.

the co-partnerships, individuals and corporations doing a Bank- 
ing or Trust business, or both, and for all so examined such com- 
pensations shall be in lieu of all other charges or fees for mak- 
ing said examinations. An examination fee of twenty-five dol- 
lars shall be paid by each branch bank in addition to the exam- 
ination fee paid by the main institution. 
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Srction 8. Any violation by the officers of the corporations, 
or by any person or persons, of any of the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000.00, or by imprisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding twelve months, or by both fine and imprisonment. 


Section 9. Whoever being an officer of any corporation, or 
any member of a co-partnership, or an individual that is, or 
may be, subject to the examinations provided for by this Act, 
shall unreasonably delay or refuse to furnish the information 
required by the Bank Examiner in making such examination 
by this Act required, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,

“Section 992a. No permit or license shall be issued by any 
county or city and county officer for the erection, maintenance, 
use or operation of any building for which a permit or license 
may be.issued by such county or city and county officer under 
the provisions of Act 93 and of Act 97 of the Session Laws of 
1911, or under the provisions of any ordinance made in pursn- 
ance of said Act or Acts, and amendments thereto, nor for the 
erection, maintenance, use or operation of any bakery, laundry, 
poi shop, abattoir, stable, fish, meat or vegetable store or market, 
hotel, tenement, lodging house or any place or building where 
noisome or noxious trades or manufactures are carried on, or 
intended to be carried on, for which a permit or license may 
be issued by such county or city and county officer under said 
acts or any other acts, except upon a certificate of the board 
of health, which certificate shall be furnished free of charge, 
setting forth that an agent of said board has examined the 
place, land and building on, in or to which it is proposed to 
erect, move, maintain, use or operate said building, bakery, 
laundry, poi shop, abattoir, stable, fish, meat or vegetable store 
or market, hotel, tenement, lodging house, or place or building 
where noisome or noxious trades or manufactures are carried 
on, or intended to be carried on, and that such place, land or 
building is in a fit and sanitary condition suitable for the pur- 
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pose for which the premises are intended to be used; that faci- 
lities have been provided therein and thereon for proper drain- 
age and sewerage disposal; that provision has been made in the 
plans and specifications of proposed buildings, or of alterations 
of existing buildings, for proper ventilation and air space and 
for water and sewerage disposal, and that the location is at the 
time a proper one for the nature of the business to be there car- 
ried on without danger to public health. No such permit shall

CHILDREN. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 1. That any husband who shall desert or wilfully 
neglect his wife, or refuse to provide for her support or main- 
tenance, thereby reducing her to destitute or necessitous circum- 
stances, or any parent who shall desert or wilfully neglect his 
or her child or children under the age of sixteen years, or 
refuse to provide for the support or maintenance of such child 
cr children, thereby reducing such child or children to desti- 
tute or necessitous circumstances, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 


Section 2. Proceedings under this Act may be instituted 
upon complaint made under oath or affirmation by the wife or 
child or children, or either of them, or by any other person or 
persons, or organization, against any person guilty of either of 
the above named offenses. 


Section 3. At any time before the trial, upon petition of 
the complainant and upon notice to the defendant, the court, 
or a judge thereof in vacation, may enter such temporary order 
as may seem just, providing for support of the deserted wife 
or children, or both, pendente lite, and may punish for viola- 
tion of such order as for contempt. 


Section 4. Before the trial, with the consent of the defend- 
ant, or at or after the trial, on entry of a plea of guilty, or after 
conviction, instead of imposing the penalty or penalties here- 
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inbefore provided, or in addition thereto, the court, in its dis- 
cretion, having regard to the circumstances and to the financial] 
ability or earning capacity of the defendant, shall have the 
power to make an order, which shall be subject to change by the 
court from time to- time, as circumstances may require, direct- 
ing the defendant to pay a certain sum weekly or monthly, for 
a period not exceeding one year, to the wife or the guardian, 
curator or custodian of the said minor child or children, or to 
an organization or indiyidual approved by the court as trustee ; 
and shall also have the power to release the defendant from ens- 
tody on probation for the period so fixed, upon his or her enter- 
ing into a recognizance, with or without surety, in such sum as 
the court, or a judge thereof in vacation, may order and ap- 
prove. The condition of the recognizance shall be such that if 
the defendant shall make his or her personal appearance in 
court whenever ordered to do so, and shall further comply with 
the terms of such order of support, and of any subsequent mo- 
dification thereof, then such recognizance shall be void, other- 
wise of full force and effect. 


Srorton 5. If the court be satisfied by information and 
due proof under oath that at any time during said period of 
one year the defendant has violated the term of such order, it 
may forthwith proceed with the trial of the defendant under 
the original charge, or sentence him or her under the original 
plea or conviction, or terminate his or her release on probation 
and enforce the suspended sentence, as the case may be. Tn 
ease of forfeiture of recognizance, and enforcement thereof by 
execution, the sum recovered may, in the discretion of the court, 
be paid, in whole or in part, to the wife or to the guardian, 
curator, custodian or trustee of the said minor child or children. 


Secrion 6. No other or greater evdence shall be required 
to prove the marriage of such husband and wife, or that the de- 
fendant is the father or mother of such child or children, than 
is or shall be required to prove such facts in a civil action. In 
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no prosecution under this act shall any existing statute or rule 
of law prohibiting the disclosure of confidential communica- 
tions between husband and wife apply, and both husband and 
wife shall be competent and compellable witnesses to testify 
against cach other to any and all relevant matters, including the 
fact of such marriage and the parentage of such child or chil- 
dren; provided that neither shall be compelled to give evidense 
incriminating himself or herself.

Three (3) from the First Representative District, 

Three (3) from the Second Representative District, 

One (1) at large. 

At the next county election and all elections thereafter six 
of such officers shall be elected as members only, while the sev- 
enth who is elected at large shall be the chairman and executive 
officer of said board, and shall hold office for a term of two 
years. All of such elections shall be conducted in the manner 
prescribed by law for the election of county officers, except as 
otherwise provided by. this Act. 


Section 2. The Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Hawaii as so constituted shall possess all the powers, perform 
all the duties, and be subject to all the obligations now or | 
hereafter required by law of the board of supervisors of the 
county; provided, however, that the member elected as afore- 
said, as chairman and executive officer of said board, shall pre- 
side at all meetings, and shall exercise and have general super- 
intendence and control over all county affairs, and shall manage 
the same, subject to the advice and direction of said board. 


Srerion 3. The Chairman and Executive Officer of the 
Board of Supervisors.of the County of Hawaii shall receive a 
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salary of three Thousand ($3000.00) Dollars a year, payable 
monthly, and shall have and maintain an office at the county 
seat of said county. 


Section 4. Each member of the board of supervisors, ex- 
cept the chairman and executive officer whose salary is provided 
for in Section 3, shall receive as compensation for his services 
the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum, pay- 
able in monthly installments.

Wherever in this chapter the word “board” is used, 
it shall refer to and mean the Board of Health of the Territory 
of Hawaii, unless the context shall indicate some other mean- 
ing. Wherever in this chapter the word “registrar” is used, 
it shall refer to and mean the registrar or registrars of births, 
deaths and marriages, who shall be appointed by the Board of 
Health. Wherever in this chapter the word “Registrar-Gen- 
eral” is used, it shall refer to and mean the Registrar-General 
of births, deaths and marriages, who shall be appointed by the 
Board of Health and whose principal office shall be kept in the 
City and County of Honolulu.” 


Srcrion 2. Section 1155, Revised Laws, as amended by 
Act 131, Laws of 1909, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1155. Records sent to the Registrar-General. It 
shall be the duty of each registrar at the end of cach month 
to transmit to the Registrar-General a full copy of the records 
of births, deaths and marriages made by him during said 
month, in such form and manner and upon such blanks as the 
Board may require.” 


Section 3. Section 1157, Revised Laws, as amended by 
Act 131, Laws of 1909, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1157. Filing records. It shall be the duty of the 
Registrar-General to file the records of births, deaths and mar- 
riages received from the several registrars, and as soon as prac- 
ticable bind the same in compact form in the manner herein- 
after provided.

ENTIRE og PARTIAL Cost oF THE OPENING OR WIDENING 
OF STREETS IN THE City anD County or Honotecu. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hauwai: 


Section 1. Whenever in the opinion of the Supervisors of 
the City and County of Honolulu it is desirable to establish or 
open any new street, alley or other highway, or to widen any 
existing street, alley or highway, and to assess the whole or a 
part of the cost thereof upon property benefited other than that 
of which the land required or to be taken shall form a part, 
they shall by resolution determine the district to be assessed ; 
and shall cause the city and county engineer to prepare a list 
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of all known owners, lessees and occupants of the land within 
the proposed district, an estimate of the value of the property 
to be taken for the proposed improvement, and a map shuwing 
the exact location of such improvement, and the district to be 
assessed, in such detail and form as will readily show the ap- 
proximate share of the total cost that will be assessed against 
each parcel of land subject to assessment. 


Sxction 2. The Supervisors shall by advertisement for ten 
consecutive days, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays, in 
some newspaper of general circulaton printed and published in 
the English language and twice in a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in the Hawaiian language in Honolulu, give notice to 
the owners, lessees and occupants of the land in the proposed 
district and to all persons interested generally, of the proposed 
improvement, of the district proposed to be assessed therefor, 
of the probable cost and the maximum share per square foot 
proposed to be charged to the benefited district; of the sub- 
districts or zones, if any, within such district, against which 
different proportions of the total assessment are proposed to be 
charged, and of the different proportional assessments so pro- 
posed to be made; that the map may be seen and examined at 
the office of the city and county engineer during business hours 
at any time prior to the date fixed for the hearing; also fixing a 
date and place when and where a public hearing will be had 
respecting the proposed improvement and full opportunity will 
be given to all interested to present suggestions or objections to 
the general improvement proposed or any detail or part thereof, 
which date shall not be less than three weeks after the date of 
the first publication of the notice. 


Srotion 3. If the owners of 55% of the area to be assessed 
for such improvement at the hearing or prior thereto file with 
the Supervisors a written protest duly acknowledged by each 
owner against the making of such improvement, the same shall 
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not be made; and the proceedings shall not be renewed within 
six months thereafter. 


Secrion 4. If the owners of 60% of an area designated by 
them as a proposed district for assessment under the procedure 
provided by this Aet shall file with the Supervisors a petition 
duly acknowledged by each owner requesting the establishment 
or opening of any new street, alley or highway, or the widen- 
ing of any existing street, alley or highway, together with a 
map and estimate of cost, the Supervisors shall thereupon pro- 
ceed in the manner provided in Section 1 of this Act aud as 
if on their own motion. 


Secrion 5. After the hearing provided in Section 2 of this 
Act, the Supervisors shall proceed to determine whether or not 
the proposed improvement shall be made and if, by resolution, 
they determine that such improvement shall be made, they shall 
cause proceedings to be brought for the condemnation of the 
property required for the improvement in like manner and pur- 
suant to the requirements and provisions made by law for like 
proceedings when brought by the Superintendent of Public 
Works. 


Section 6. After final judgment has been rendered in such 
condemnation proceedings and the amount required to be paid 
for the property condemned has been thus determined, the 
Supervisors shall cause the city and county engineer to prepare 
a corrected map similar to that required under Section 2 of this 
Act, showing in detail the proportionate amount per square 
foot proposed to be assessed against the property in the bene- 
fited district or in the several sub-districts or zones thereof, if 
any, and by advertisement in the same manner as that provided 
in said Section 2, notice shall be given of the amount of jndg- 
ment, the maximum share per square foot to be charged to the 
henefited district or sub-districts or zones, if any, and that the 
corrected map may be seen and examined at the office of the 
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city and county engineer during business hours at any time 
prior to the date tixed for hearing; such notice shall also fix a 
` date and place when a publie hearing will be had and the 
Supervisors will sit as a Board of Equalization to receive com- 
plaints or objections respecting the method of apportionment, 
or respecting the proposed several assessments, which date shall 
not be less than three weeks after the date of the first publica- 
tion of the notice; provided that any part of such judgmeut for 
opening or widening a general thoroughfare may be paid by 
the city and county out of general revenue, as may be provided 
by ordinance, and the remainder thereof shall be assessed and 
paid for as in any other case. 


Section 7. After such hearing, the Supervisors shall pro- 
ceed to make such modifications or changes as to them may 
seem equitable or just in, or shall confirm, the first proposed 
assessment, and upon reaching a final decision shall thereupon 
by ordinance fix the portions of such condemnation judgment 
to be assessed against the properties in the benefited district 
and against the owners thereof respectively. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the tax assessor of the 
division within which the benefited district lies, to proceed 
forthwith to notify, by letter and by posting upon the land 
assessed, the several] owners respectively of the several amounts 
due from each, and of the date when such assessments are pay- 
able. It shall also be his duty to collect said assessments, and 
to pay all moneys so collected to the city and county treasurer. 
from time to time as required by such treasurer. 


Sxction 9. All assessments so made shall be due and pay- 
able within thirty days after the date of the last publication 
of the ordinance; provided that any such assessment, may, at 
the election of the owner of the land assessed, be paid in in- 
stallments with interest, as hereinafter provided. Failure to 
pay the whole of any assessment within said period of thirty 
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days shall be conclusively considered and held an election on 
the part of all persons interested in such assessment, whether 
under disability or otherwise, to pay in such installments. All 
persons so electing to pay installments shall be conclusively con- 
sidered and held to have consented to said improvements and 
such election shall be conclusively held and considered as a 
waiver of any and all right to question all power or jurisdiction 
of the city and county to make the improvement, the regularity 
or the sufficiency of the proceedings, or the validity or correct- 
ness of the assessment. 


Secrion 10. All assessments made pursuant to this Act 
shall be a lien against each lot or parcel of land assessed from 
the date of the first publication of the ordinance declaring the 
assessment until paid and shall have priority over all other 
liens except the lien of property taxes. No delay, mistake, 
error, defect or irregularity in any act or proceeding author- 
ized by this Act shall prejudice or invalidate any assessment ; 
but the same may be remedied by subsequent or amended acts 
or proceedings and when so remedied, the same shall take effect 
as of the date of the original act or proceeding. If in any court 
of competent jurisdiction any assessment made under this Act 
is set aside for irregularity in the proceedings, the Supervisors 
may, upon notice as required in making an original assessment, 
make a new assessment in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. 


Section 11. In case of an election to pay any assessment 
in installments, such assessments shall be payable in not less 
than five nor more than ten equal annual installments of prin- 
cipal with interest, in all cases, on the unpaid principal, pay- 
able annually at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum. The 
number of installments and period of payment and the rate 
of interest shall be as determined by the Supervisors. 


Section 12. Failure to pay any installment, whether of 
principal or interest, when due, shall cause the whole of the 
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unpaid principal to become due and payable immediately and 
the whole amount of unpaid principal and accrued interest shall 
thereafter draw interest at the rate of 1% per month or frac- 
tion of a month until the day vf sale as hereinafter provided ; 
but at any time prior to the day of sule the owner may pay 
the amount of all delinquent installments with interest at 1% 
per month or fraction of a month, as aforesaid, and all penal- 
ties accrued, and shall thereupon be restored to the right there- 
after to pay in installments in the same manner as if default 
had not been made. The owner of any land assessed, not in 
default as to any installment or payment, may at any time pay 
the entire unpaid principal with accrued interest. 


Srerion 13. The owner of any undivided interest in any 
land may pay his share of any assessment. 


Srction 14. In case of default in the payment of anv in- 
stallment of principal and interest when due, the assessor shall 
advertise and sefl the property concerning which such default is 
made, for the payment of the whole of the unpaid assessment 
thereon; such sale and advertisement shall be made in the 
same manner, under all the same conditions and penalties and 
with the same effect as are provided by general law for sales 
of real property for default in payment of property taxes. 


Secrion 15. At any sale for default in payment of any 
assessment as aforesaid, the treasurer of the city and county 
shall bid for any property so to be sold the amount due on ac- 
count of such unpaid assessment, and if the bid is the highest 
offer shall pay for the same in cash out of the general funds of 
the city and county, and shall thereupon receive a conveyance 
of said property in the name of the city and county. Property 
so purchased may at any time be sold by the city and county 
and a conveyance therefor executed in the name of the city and 
county by the treasurer, when such sale and conveyance shall be 
authorized by the Supervisors and after public auction. Any 
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amount so secured at any such sale shall be a general county 
realization. 


Section 16. In the event of an election to pay all or any 
part of any such special assessment in installments, the amount 
required for immediate use to pay the condemnation judgment 
shall be secured by the issuance of sufficient district improve- 
ment bonds of the City and County of Honolulu to raise such 
required amount. Such bonds shall be in such exact form as 
may be prescribed by the Supervisors, shall bear the name of 
the benefited or improved district, shall be payable to hearer 
in a sufficient period of years to cever the number of install- 
ment payments determined upon pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act, and shall be subject to call as hereinafter provided. 
The bonds of each issue shall bear serial numbers, shall be of 
such denomination, not exceeding one thousand dollars each, 
as may be determined by the Supervisors, and shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of not more than 6% per annum, payable 
semi-annually, as may be determined by the Supervisors. 


Such bonds shall be executed by the treasurer and issued pur- 
suant to and under the authority and requirements of resolu- 
tions of the Supervisors. Said bonds shall be countersigned by 
the mayor and attested by the clerk and by the seal of the city 
and county. Interest coupons shall bear a lithographed or en 
graved facsimile of the signature of the county treasurer. The 
treasurer shall preserve a record of such bonds in a suitable 
book kept for that purpose. Such bonds shall be payable only 
out of the moneys collected on account of assessments made 
for the improvement for which they are issued and the city and 
county shall not otherwise guarantee payment of any bonds 
issued under the provisions of this Act. 


All moneys collected on account of interest and assessments 
for any improvement shall be kept by the treasurer of the city 
and county in a special fund and applied solely to the payment 
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of interest and principal of the bonds issued for such improve- 
ment until all such bonds shall have been paid. In the event 
that any surplus shall remain in any such special fund after 
payment of the bonds chargeable against such fund, it shall be 
eredited to and become a part of the general revenues of the city 
and county. 


The principal and interest of such bonds shall be payable at 
the office of the Treasurer of the City and County of Honolulu 
and may also be made payable at the office of any bank or 
fiduciary company in such other place or places as may be de- 
termined by the Supervisors. In all cases the bonds and coup- 
ons shall recite the place or places of payment. In case any 
bonds are made payable elsewhere than in Honolulu, the treas- 
urer shall remit the funds necessary to pay the interest and 
principal, when due, of any such bonds, with exchange, to the 
institution so designated, first assuring himself that such insti- 
tution is then solvent. 


Bonds so issued may be used by the Supervisors at par to pay 
wholly or in part any judgment rendered in any condemnation 
proceeding brought as aforesaid, or, in the event that such bonds 
are not so used, they shall then be sold to the highest bidder or 
hidders therefor, after public advertisement for tenders for at 
least once each week for not less than four successive weeks 
in a suitable newspaper of general circulation published in the 
City and County of Honolulu, and the proceeds thereof shall 
be so applied. 


Section 17. Whenever considered desirable by the Super- 
visors and whenever sufficient funds are in the hands of the 
City and County Treasurer, exceeding the next interest pay- 
ment on the unpaid principal of any bond issue so made, the 
Supervisors may direct the treasurer, by resolution, to call for 
payment, by advertisement for not less than five days in some 
newspaper of general circulation published in Honolulu such 
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a number of bonds as there are funds to pay. At the expira- 
tion of thirty days from the first publication of said notice 
interest on the bonds so called for payment shall cease. The 
notice shall specify the serial numbers of the bonds so called, 
which numbers shall be determined by lot in the following man- 
ner: the treasurer shall cause to be prepared slips of paper 
of uniform size bearing respectively the numbers of the bonds 
of the issue then outstanding and shall place such slips in a 
suitable container in such manner that the numbers on said 
slips shall be hidden. He shall thereupon in the presence of 
the county clerk draw from said container the number of slips 
representing the aggregate par value of the bonds to be re- 
deemed and paid. 


Section 18. All bonds not previously paid shall be paid 
at maturity together with interest thereon as the same becomes 
due at the place or places and in the manner prescribed by this 


Act. 


Section 19. No action or proceeding at law or in equity 
to review any acts or proceedings or to question the validity or 
enjoin the performance of any act or the issue or payment of 
any bonds, or the levy or collection of any assessments author- 
ized by this Act, or for any other relief against any acts or 
proceedings, done or had under this Act, whether based upon 
irregularities or jurisdictional defects, or otherwise, shall be 
maintained unless begun within ninety days after performance 
of the act or the passage of the resolution or ordinance com- 
plained of, or else be thereafter forever barred. 


Srcrion 20. No bonds issued under the provisions of this 
Act shall be considered as city and county bonds within the 
meaning of Section 1212 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii as 
amended, nor shall the payment of the same be a charge against 
the general revenues of the city and county.

Section 21. The term “Supervisors” as used in this Act 
shall mean and include the Board of Supervisors of the City

ACT 88 
AN ACT 


PROVIDING FOR EXAMINATIONS AND ÅUDITS OF COUNTY AND 
Crry anp Country Books, VOUCHERS AND Accounts. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaw: 


Srecrion 1. The bank examiner, or deputy bank examiner 
shall once in every calendar six months at such time as the 
territorial treasurer may designate, or oftener at the discretion 
of such treasurer, make an examination and audit of the hooks, 
vouchers and accounts of the treasurer and auditor of each 
county and city and county,-or other political subdivision of 
the Territory. 


He shall have power to examine in his discretion into any 
accounts, vouchers or records of any other county or city and 
county officer or employees; to examine any such person under 
oath; to administer oaths to other witnesses, and to compel the 
production of books, papers, accounts and other documents un- 
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der the possession aud control of such county or city and county 
officer or employee. 


Section 2. Any person who shall, under oath, wilfully and 
knowingly make any false statement in his examination before - 
any such bank examiner or deputy bank examiner shall be 
guilty of perjury, and on conviction shall be punished as pro- 
vided in Section 3052 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii. 


Srcrion 3. Any person, who, having been summoned as a 
witness by the bank examiner or deputy bank examiner to give 
testimony or to produce auy books, papers or other documents 
relating to any matter under his inquiry, wilfully makes de- 
fault, or who, having appeared, refuses to answer any question 
pertaining to the matter under inquiry shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars nor less than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than one month, nor more than twelve 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Srotion 4. Whenever a witness summoned before the bank 
examiner or deputy bank examiner fails or refuses to testify 
or to produce any books, papers or other documents relating to 
any matter under inquiry before the bank examiner or deputy 
bank examiner, said examiner shall forthwith bring the mat- 
ter before the Circuit Court by certifying to the Judge thereof 
the facts and circumstances of such failure or refusal, and shall 
also transmit a copy of his certificate to the Attorney General. 


Szotion 5. No witness before the bank examiner or deputy 
hank examiner shall be privileged to refuse to testify to any 
fact or to produce any paper, respecting which he shall be ex- 
amined by the bank examiner or deputy bank examiner, upon 
the ground that his testimony to such fact or his production of 
such paper might criminate himself, but no prosecution can 
afterwards be had against him for any offense concerning which 
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he has testified. Any official paper or record produced by such 
witness is not within such privilege. 


Section 6. When such examination and audit has been per- 
formed a report shall be made by the examiner making the 
same, and one copy filed with the respective Board of Super- 
visors, and one copy filed with the Territorial Treasurer. In 
such report recommendations may be made and such changes 
suggested as to the manner of keeping accounts and books of 
such county and city and county treasurers and auditors or 
other officers, as may be deemed proper by such examining 
officer. 


Section 7. For each such examination and audit there shall 
be paid into the territorial treasury, as a government realiza- 
tion, by each county the sum of One Hundred Dollars, and by 
each city and county the sum of Two Hundred Dollars. 


Sxecrion 8. This Act shall take effect July 1, 1913.

ACT 89 
AN ACT 


To Creare a Piskie UTILITIES (COMMISSION avp TO DEFINE 
irs Powers AND DUTIES. 


Be il Enacted bu the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Srcrion 1. Number, appointment, salaries, of commission- 
ers. There is hereby created a Publie Utilities Commission of 
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three members, who shall be called commissioners and who shall 
be appointed in the manner prescribed in Section 80 of the 
Organic Act for terms of three years, or the unexpired portions 
thereof, so that the term of one member shall expire on the 
thirtieth day of June in each year, beginning with the year 
1914. One member shall also be appointed chairman of the 
commission and shall receive a salary of $6,000 a year. The 
other two members shall receive salaries of $1,200 each a year 
and may be salaried officers of the Territory or any political 
division thereof. No person owning any stocks or bonds of any 
public utility corporation, or having any interest, or deriving 
any remuneration from any publie utility shall be appointed 
to or hold an office on the commission, or be appointed or em- 
ployed by the commission. 


Section 2. The commission shall have power to appoint and 
employ such attorneys, clerks, stenographers, agents, engineers, 
accountants and other assistants, as may be necessary, to define 
their powers and duties and to fix their compensation. The 
attorney general and his deputies shall act as attorneys of the 
commission, if so requested by the commission. 


Section 3. Annual report. Said commission shall prepare 
and present to the governor in the month of January in each 
year a report respecting its actions during the preceding calen- 
dar year, together with its recommendations respecting legisla- 
tion, copies of which report shall be furnished by the governor 
to the legislature. 


Section 4. General powers and duties. Said commission 
shall have the general supervision hereinafter set forth over all 
public utilities doing business in the Territory of Hawaii, and 
shall perform the duties and exercise the powers imposed or 
conferred upon it by this Act. 


Section 5. May investigate what. The commission and 
each commissioner shall have power to examine into the condi- 
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tion of each public utility doing business in the Territory, the 
manner in which it is operated with reference to the safety or 
accommodation of the public, the safety, working hours and 
wages of its employees, the fares and rates charged by it, the 
value of its physical property, the issuance by it of stocks and 
bonds, and the disposition of the proceeds thereof, the amount 
and disposition of its income, and all its financial transactions, 
its business relations wth other persons, companies or corpora- 
tions, its compliance with all applicable Territorial and Federal 
Laws and with the provisions of its franchise, charter and arti- 
cles of association, if any, its classifications, rules, regulations, 
practices and service, and all matters of every nature affecting 
the relations and transactions between it and the public or per- 
sons or corporations. Any such investigation may be made 
by the commission on its own motion, and shall be made when 
requested by the public utility to be investigated, or upon a 
sworn written complaint to the commission, setting forth any 
prima facie cause of complaint. All hearings conducted by the 
commission shall be open to the public. A majority of the 
commission shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 6. Publie utilities to furnish information. Every 
public utility shall at all times, upon request, furnish to the 
commission all information that it may require respecting any 
of the matters concerning which it is given power to investi- 
gate, and shall permit the examination of its books, records, 
contracts, maps, and other documents by the commission, or 
any of its members, or any person authorized by it in writing 
to make such examination, and shall furnish the commission 
with a complete inventory of its property in such form as the 
commission may direct. 


Section 7. Report accidents. Every public utility shall 
report to the commission all accidents caused by or occurring 
in connection with its operations and service, and the commis- 
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sion shall investigate the causes of any accident which results 
in loss of life, and may investigate any other accidents which 
in its opinion require investigation. 


Section 8, Commission may compel attendance of wit- 
nesses, etc. In all investigations made by the commission, and 
in all proceedings before it, the commission and each cornmis- 
sioner shall have the same powers respecting administering 
oaths, compelling the attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of documentary evidence, examining witnesses, and pun- 
ishing for contempt, as are possessed by circuit judges at cham- 
bers. In case of disobedience by any person or persons to any 
order of the commission or of any commissioner, or any sub- 
poena issued by it or him, or of the refusal of any witness to 
testify to any matter regarding which he may be questioned 
lawfully, it shall be the duty of any circuit judge, on applica- 
tiou by the commission or a commissioner, to compel obedience 
as in ease of disobedience of the requirements of a subpoena 
issued from a circuit court, or a refusal to testify therein. No 
person shall be excused from testifying or from producing any 
book, waybill, document, paper or account in any investigations 
or inquiry, or by hearing before the commission or any commis- 
sioner, when ordered to do so, upon the ground that the testi- 
mony or evidence, book, waybill, document, paper or account 
required of him may tend to incriminate him or subject him to 
pevalty or forfeiture; hut no person shall be prosecuted, pun- 
ished or subjected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account 
of any act, transaction, matter or thing concerning which he 
shall under oath have testified or produced documentary evi- 
dence. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as in any 
manner giving to any public utility immunity of any kind. 
The fee and traveling expenses of witnesses shall be the same as 
allowed witnesses in the circuit courts, and shall be paid bv the 
Territory out of any appropriations available for the expenses 
of the commission. 
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Section 9. Rates to be published. The rates, fares, classi- 
fications, charges and rules of every public utility shall be pub- 
lished by the public utility in such manner as the commission 
may require, and copies furnished to any person on request. 


Section 10. Notice of hearings. Whenever an investiga- 
tion is undertaken by the commission, reasonable notice in writ- 
ing of such fact and of the subject or subjects to be investigated 
shall be given to the public utility concerned, and when based 
upon complaints made to it as prescribed in Section 5, a copy 
of such complaint, and a notice in writing of the date and place 
fixed by the commission for beginning such investigation, shall 
be served upon the public utility and the complainant not less 
than two weeks prior to the date designated for such hearing. 


Section 11. Right to be represented by counsel. At any 
investigation by or proceeding before the commission, the pub- 
lie utility concerned and any complainant shall have the right 
to be present and represented by counsel, to present any evi- 
dence desired and to cross-examine any witnesses who may be 
called. 


Section 12. Commission may make rules. The commis- 
sion may make and amend rules not inconsistent with law re- 
specting the procedure before it, and shall not be bound by the 
strict rules of the common law relating to the admission or re- 
jection of evidence, but may exercise its own discretion in such 
matters with a view to doing substantial justice. 


Section 13. May make recommendations and bring suits. 
If the commission shall be of the opinion that any public utility 
is violating or neglecting to comply with any Territorial or 
Federal Law, or any provision of its franchise, charter, or arti- 
cles of association, if any, or that changes, additions, extensions 
or repairs are desirable in its plant or service in order to meet 
the reasonable convenience or necessity of the public, or to in- 
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sure greater safety or security, or that any rates, fares, classifi- 
cations, charges or rules are unreasonable or unreasonably dis- 
criminatory, or that in any way it is doing what it ought not 
to do, or not doing what it ought to do, it shall in writing in- 
form the public utility of its conclusions and recommendations, 
shall include the same in its annual report, and may also pub- 
lish the same in such manner as it may deem wise. The com- 
mission shall have power to examine into any of the matters 
referred to in Section 5 of this Act, notwithstanding that the 
same may be within the jurisdiction of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, or within the jurisdiction of any court or 
other body, and when after such examination the commission 
shall be of the opinion that the circumstances warrant, it shall 
be its duty to effect the necessary relief or remedy by the institu- 
tion and prosecution of appropriate proceedings or otherwise 
before said Interstate Commerce Commission, or said court or 
other body, in its own name or in the name of the Territory, or 
in the name or names of any complainant or complainants, as 
it may deem best. 


Section 14. Regulate rates, etc.; appeals. AN 
rates, fares, charges, classifications, rules and practices made, 
charged, or observed by any public utility, or by two or more 
public utilities, jointly, shall be just and reasonable, and the 
commission shall have power, after a hearing upon its own 
motion, or upon complaint, and in so far as it is not prevented 
by the Constiution or Laws of the United States, by order to 
regulate, fix and change all such rates, fares, charges, classifi- 
cations, rules and practices, so that the same shall be just and 
reasonable, and to prohibit rebates and unreasonable discrim- 
inations between localities, or between users or consumers un- 
der substantially similar conditions. From every order made 
by the commission under the provisions of this section an ap- 
peal shall lie to the Supreme Court of Hawaii in like manner 
as an appeal lies from an order or decision of a circuit judge 
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at chambers. such appeal shall not of itself stay the operation 
of the order appealed from, but the supreme court may stay the 
same, after a hearing upon a motion therefor, upon such con- 
ditions as it may deem proper as to giving a bond and keeping 
the necessary accounts or otherwise in order to secure a resti- 
tution of the excess charges, if any, made during the pendency 
of the appeal in case the order appealed from should be sus- 
tained in whole or in part. ` 


Section 15. Penalty. Any publie utility violating or neg- 
lecting or failing in any particular to conform to or comply 
with any of the provisions of this Act or any lawful order of 
the commission shall forfeit to the Territory not more than 
$1,000.00 for every such violation, neglect or failure, to be re- 
covered by action brought in the name of the Territory by the 
commission. 


Section 16. Perjury. Any person who shall wilfully and 
knowingly make under oath any false statement in connection 
with any investigation by or profeeding before the commission 
shall be guilty of perjury and, upon conviction, shall be sub- 
ject to the penalty prescribed by law for such offense. 


Section 17. Finances. All salaries, wages and expenses, 
including traveling expenses, of the commission, each commis- 
sioner and its officers, assistants and employees, incurred in 
the performance or exercise of the powers or duties required or 
conferred by this Act, may be paid out of any appropriation 
available for the purpose. The commission shall prescribe and 
collect reasonable costs and fees for services rendered by it, and 
shall deposit the same into the treasury of the Territory to the 
credit of a special fund to be called the “Publie Utilities Com- 
mission Fund,” which is hereby created for the purpose. There 
shall also be paid to the commission in the months of January 
and July of each year by each public utility which is subject 
to investigation by the commission a fee which shall be equal 
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to one-fortieth of one per cent of the aggregate par value of the 
stock and bonds issued by such public utility and outstanding 
on Dezember 31 of the preceding year. Such fee shall like- 
wise be deposited in the treasury to the credit of said fund. 
The moneys in said fund are hereby appropriated for the pay- 
ment of all salaries, wages and expenses authorized or pre- 
scribed by this Act. 


Section 18. Definitions. The term “public utility” as 
used in this Act shall mean and include every person, company 
or corporation, who or which may own, control, operate, or 
manage as owner, lessee, trustee, receiver, or otherwise, wheth- 
er under a franchise, charter, license, articles of association, or 
otherwise, any plant or equipment, or any part thereof, directly 
or indirectly for public use, for the transportation of passengers 
or freight, or the conveyance or transmission of telephone or 
telegraph messages, or the furnishing of facilities for the trans- 
mission of intelligence by electricity by land or water or air be- 
tween points within this Territory, or for the production, con- 
veyance, transmission, delivery or furnishing of light, power, 
heat, cold, water, gas or oil, or for the storage or warehousing 
of goods. 


Secrion 19. Validity of this Act. If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of this Act shall for any rea- 
son be held to be invalid as to any or all matters within its 
terms, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remain- 
ing portions of this Act, or the validity of such portion as to 
any other matter within its terms. 


Section 20. Application of this Act. This Act shall not 
apply to commerce with foreign nations, or commerce with the 
several states of the United States, except in so far as the same 
may be permitted under the Constitution and Laws of the 
United States; nor shall it apply to public utilities owned or 
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operated by the Territory, or any county or city and county, or 
other political division thereof. 


Srcrion 21. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1913.

ACT 101 
AN ACT 


To PROVIDE ror TIIE Support AND MAINTENANCE or BASTARDS 
Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Sxecrion 1. Every child shall be deemed a bastard who shall 
be begotten and born out of lawful wedlock, unless, such child 
shall have been legitimatized as by law provided. 


Sxcrion 2. Any unmarried woman when quick with child 
or within six months after the delivery thereof, may apply to the 
Judge of the Juvenile Court in which she or the alleged father 
of said child resides, or in which she was delivered of such child 
for a warrant for the arrest of the person whom she accuses of 
being the father thereof. 


Such warrant may also be applied for by either of the parents 
or guardian of such mother, or by any person as the next friend 
of said bastard within six months after the date of its birth; 
and if after said complaint has been made either by the mother 
or by any one as above specified, the mother dies or refuses or 
neglects to prosecute the same, any of said persons may prose- 
cute the case to final judgment for the benefit of the parent, 
guardian or the bastard. 


Before issuing such warrant, the Judge shall examine the 
applicant under oath concerning the residence, the character and 
married or single condition of the mother when the child was 
begotten, the time and place where it was begotten, where and 
when it was born, if born, and such other circumstances as such 
judge shall deem necessary or proper for testing the truth of 
such accusation, and shall reduce the statement of the applicant 
to writing and sign the same. 


Srctron 3. Tf, on such examination, there appears probable 
cause to believe that the woman is quick with child or that the 
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child, if born, is still under six months of age and that the ac- 
cused person is the father thereof, the Judge shall issue a war- 
rant directed to the High Sheriff of the Territory of Hawaii, 
his deputy, the Sheriff of the County or City and County or his 
deputy, or any police officer within the Circuit, requiring the 
accused to be arrested and brought for preliminary examination 
before the Judge of the Juvenile Court, who, upon such pre- 
liminary examination, may require the accused to enter into 
bond, with good surety to the Territory of Hawaii in a sum to 
be fixed by such Judge, not to exceed two thousand five hundred 
dollars, for his appearance and trial in the Juvenile Court, and 
to perform the judgment of such court, but, if the woman be 
quick with child at the time of the arrest, final trial shall 
not take place until after the birth of the child. If the acensed 
shall fail to give the bond required of him, the Judge shall forth- 
with commit him to the custody of the Sheriff of the County 
or City and County, there to remain until he shall enter into 
the required bond or otherwise be discharged by due process of 
law. In all prosecutions under this Act, the accused shall, 
upon his demand therefor, be entitled to a trial by jury; other- 
wise the trial shall be by the Judge. 


Section 4. If the accused shall fail to appear, the bond for 
his appearance as aforesaid shall be forfeited; but the trial of, 
or other proceedings in, the cause shall, nevertheless, proceed as 
though he were present; and the Court shall upon the findings 
of the Judge or the verdict of the jury make all such orders as 
it shall deem proper as though the accused were in Court. Tf 
the aecused acknowledge in open Court the paternity of such 
child, or if at the trial the finding of the Court or iurv be 
against the accused, the Court, in rendering judgement thereon, 
shall make an order for the annual pavment, until the child be 
fourteen years of age, of such sum of moncy, in such install- 
ments, and in such manner, as shall to the Court seem best, tak- 
ing into consideration the financial standing of the defendant, 
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his income, earning capacity, and those of his family who are 
dependent upon him for their support, maintenance and eduea- 
tion, and shall also make such order for the keeping, mainte- 
nance and education of the child as may be proper; and in case 
of forfeiture of the appearance bond, the money collected upon 
the forfeiture shall be applied in payment of the judgment 
against the accused. 


Section 5. An accused who has failed to execute bond be- 
fore judgment, if he shall be adjudged to be the father of the 
child, shall thereupon enter into bond, with sureties, conditioned 
for the payment of the sum or sums adjudged in such install- 
ments and in such manner as the Court shall direct. In case 
of his failure to enter into such bond the Court shall commit 
him to the custody of the Sheriff of the County or City and 
County there to remain until he shall give such bond or pay 
the total amount of the sums adjudged. If the child shall die 
before the expiration of the bond, the person adjudged to be the 
father of the child and his sureties shall be discharged from 


the bond upon the payment of all amounts due before such 
death. 


Secrron 6. The mother of the child shall he admitted as a 
witness in support of the complaint and mav be compelled to 
testify. hut no prosecution shall afterwards be had against her 
for or on account of any transaction, matter or thing concerning 
which she may testify or produce evidence, documentary or 
otherwise. Tf, npon examination under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2. and also in the time of her travail, she accuses the same 
person of heing the father of the child, and continues constant 
in such accusation. her accusation in time of travail shall he 
admissible in evidence upon the trial to corroborate her testi- 
mony. 


Secrion 7. If any of the persons authorized by the provi- 
sions of Section 2 have intervened as therein provided, no com- 
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plaint instituted by the mother shall be withdrawn, dismissed 
or settled by agreement between her and the putative father 
without the consent of the Court and of the person so interven- 
ing, unless provision is made to the satisfaction of the court, to 
relieve and indemnify any parent, guardian, County or City and 
County or the Territory from all charges which have accrued 
or may accrue for the maintenance and education of the child 
and for the costs of the complaint and the prosecution thereof. 


Section 8. When the accused shall have been confined sole- 
ly for failure to make the payments required or to enter into 
the bond as ordered, he may apply in writing to the Judge of 
the Juvenile Court, setting forth his inability to make such pay- 
ments, notwithstanding his desire to do so, or to enter into such 
required bond, whereupon the Judge shall proceed to hear and 
determine the matter. If, on examination, it shall appear that 
the accused is unable to make such payments or to execute the 
required bond and that he has no property exceeding $20.00 
in value, except such as is by law exempt from being taken on 
execution for debt, the prisoner shall be discharged from im- 


prisonment only but not from his obligation, if any, to support 
the child. 


Section 9. The mother of such child, and any parent, 
guardian or other person as the next friend of such child, Coun- 
tv or City and County, or the Territory, respectively, may, at 
any time after the liberation of the accused as provided in Sec- 
tion 8, recover by civil action any amount of money for which 
he is liable to them respectively in pursuance of such order of 
Court. 


Section 10. Should the accused fail to comply with any 
order of the Court entered as aforesaid, the bond shall be for- 
feited. and the money collected upon the forfeiture shall be ap- 
plied in payment of the judgment against the accused. 
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Szcrion 11. No prosecution under this Act shall be begun 
more than six months after the birth of the child, provided that 
the time during which the person alleged to be the father there- 
of shall be absent from the Territory shall not be computed.

that said Board has examined the potabilitv of the water in- 
tended to be furnished, the source of its supply, the svstem of 
its distribution and that the water, source and system of distri- 
bution are reasonably free from contamination and pollution 
and that the water at the time is in the opinion of the Roard 
suitable for potable purposes without danger to public health.

mon morality, or tends plainly and directly to the corruption 
of the morals, honesty and good habits of the people, the same 
being without authority or justification by law: 


As, for example, the carrying on a trade, manufacture or 
business in places so situated that others indiscriminately, who 
reside in the vicinity, or pass in a highway or publie place, or 
resort to a school house, meeting house or any other place of 
legal and usual resort or assembly, are liable to be thereby in- 
jured, annoyed, disturbed or endangered by deleterious exhala- 
tions, noisome vapors, hideous, alarming or disgusting sights, 
intolerable noise, or otherwise; 


Spreading or endangering the spreading of smallpox, or other 
infectious disease; carrying an infected person, or causing him 
to pass through a frequented street; opening a hospital or pest 
house so as to endanger neighbors or the passers-by in a fre- 
quented street, or otherwise; 


Making or storing gunpowder in or near a populous or pub- 
lic or frequented place, without authority therefor, or otherwise 
making or storing the same contrary to law; 


Blasting with excessive charge of giant powder or other ex- 
plosives ; 


Making loud and troublesome noises by night; 

Keeping animals that disturb the neighborhood by night; 
Permitting ferocious or dangerous animals to go abroad; 
Keeping a bawdy house; 


Open lewdness or lascivious behavior, or indecent exposure ; 
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Keeping a common gambling house; 


Keeping a disorderly house to the public disturbance and an- 
noyance ; 


Selling, dealing in, having in possession or using sneezing 
powder or any similar substance other than snuff.”

That whenever, by reason of the death of any 
leper, or of any kokua, resident in the County of Kalawao, or 
suspect in the Kalihi Hospital, City and County of Honolulu, 
Territory of Hawaii, and the want of an executor or adminis- 
trator, any personal property or moneys: have or shall come into 
the possession of the board of health, the secretary of the board 
of health is hereby empowered to receive such personal property 
or moneys and to distribute the same, upon the approval of the 
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attorney general, to the persons satisfactorily proven to him to 
be the persons who would be entitled to the personal estate of 
the decedent by the terms of the laws of Hawaii, relating to 
the distribution of estates of intestates; provided, however, that 
before any such distribution shall be made, notice shall be given 
to any and all persons having claims to such personal property 
or moneys, or against any such deceased person, by publication 
once a week for four successive weeks in a newspaper, printed 
in both the Hawaiian and English languages, of general cireu- 
lation in the Territory of Hawaii, or by posting in three or more 
conspicuous places in the Territory, to appear and file the said 
claims. 

Section 2. That all such claims not presented within one 
year after the date of publication or posting of the said notice 
shall be forever barred. 

Section 3. If the claims against such deceased persons ex- 
veed in amount such moneys, then and in such case the said 
. secretary shall convert such other personal property into cash, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, and pay such claims; 
or if there still be insufficient funds for such purpose, then the 
said secretary shall divide the same pro rata among the creditors 
of such deceased person. 

Srcrion 4. That where no such claim to any such personal 
property or moneys is made, or when any balance remains after 
the payment of any and all claims made, within the time hereby 
limited, the secretary of the board of health is hereby required 
to convert the said personal property, if there be any, into cash, 
and to deposit immediately the said cash or moneys or balance 
of the same in the treasury of the Territory of Hawaii as a 
government realization.

The control and disposal of the funds, property 
and estate of the society, and the direction of all its concerns, 
shall be vested in the board of trustees, consisting of six (6) 
persons, residing in Honolulu, who shall be chosen by the mem- 
bers of the society at its annual meeting as below provided, and 
the trustees last chosen shall hold their offices until their suc- 
cessors are chosen, four (4) of whom shall be a quorum at any 
meeting regularly convened. The board of trustees shall be 
divided into three (3) classes of two (2) each. One class shall 
go out at the end of each year, but shall be eligible for re-election. 
The said board shall have power to elect from their own num- 
bers a president, vice-president, treasurer, secretary and execu- 
tive committee of three (3), and to appoint such other commit- 
tees as shall from time to time be deemed necessary. The board 
shall also have power to fill vacancies in its own body, occasion- 
ed by resignation, death or any other circumstance. At the 
annual election, the four (4) trustees holding over shall have 
power to nominate four (4) candidates, from whom two (2) 
may be elected by the society to fill up the board, and the pres- 
ent officers of said board shall continue in the office until their 
successors are elected.”

The word “county” wherever used in this Act 
shall mean any county or city and county at present created in 
the Territory of Hawaii, and any political subdivision of said 
Territory which may hereafter be created. 


The words “board of supervisors” wherever used in this Act 
shall mean the board of supervisors or other governing body of 
any such county or city and county or political subdivision. 


Secrron 2. The treasurer of each county, with the approval 
of the board of supervisors of such county, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to issue from time to time bonds of such county, 
with interest coupons attached thereto, the principal and inter- 
est to be payable in gold coin of the United States of America, 
or its equivalent, at its standard of weight and fineness at the 
time of the issuance of the bonds, in the manner, upon the 
terms, and for the purposes in this Act stated, but the total of 
such bonded indebtedness which may be incurred by any county, 
shall not exceed two and one-half per centum of the assessed 
value of the property in such county, as shown by the then last 
assessment for taxation, nor shall the amount of such indebt- 
edness which may be incurred in anv one calendar year exceed 
one-half of one per centum of such assessed value. 


Section 3. Such bonds shall be issued only for the purpose 
of meeting the requirements of the county for the erection of 
penal, charitable and educational institutions, and for publie 
buildings, wharves, roads and harbors, and other public im- 
provements. 
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Section 4. No bonds shall be issued until the board of su- 
pervisors shall cause an election to be held in such county on the 
question of the issuance of such bonds. In case a majority of 
the registered voters of said county shall vote athrmatively at 
such election for the issuance of such bonds, the treasurer of 
such county shall issue the same, and not otherwise; provided, 
however, that no such issue of bonds shall be made until ap- 
proved by the President of the United States in accordance with 
law. 


Section 5. When the board of supervisors of any county 
shall deem it advisable to issue bonds under the powers granted 
by this Act, it shall issue a proclamation calling such election 
at least 60 days before the date fixed therefor. Such proclama- 
tion shall set forth the amount, rate of interest, and term of 
the proposed bond issue; and also a detailed statement of the 
uses to which it is proposed to put the proceeds of such bonds, 
and the date of the election. A printed copy of such proclama- 
tion shall be posted in a conspicuous place in each election pre- 
cinct of said county. 


Section 6. The precincts and polling places established for 
county elections shall constitute the precincts and polling places 
for such election, and the general laws relating to elections shall 
apply to such election wherever applicable. 


Section 7. Voting booths and ballot boxes required for such 
election shall be furnished by the board of supervisors. 


Secrion 8. The county clerk shall prepare the ballots to 
be used for such election. Such ballots shall contain a brief 
statement in both the English and the Hawaiian languages of 
the amount, rate of interest, and term of said bonds, and a de- 
tailed statement of the uses to which it is proposed to put the 
proceeds of such bonds, so set forth upon said ballot as to give 
each voter an opportunity to vote for or against the issnance of 
honds for any one, or all, or none of the projects proposed to

The approval of such issue of bonds by the 
President of the United States shall be conclusive proof that 
all requirements of law, preliminary to the issuance of such 
bonds, have been duly complied with, and that said bonds are 
in all respects valid and incontestable. 


Sxcrron 11. All bonds issued under the authority of this 
Act shall bear interest, payable semi-annually, at a rate of not 
more than five per cent per annum, and be made redeemable 
at any time after five years, and payable in not more than 
fifteen years from the date of issue thereof, or in such other 
time or times, respectively, as may be hereafter authorized by 
law. 


Srerion 12. All such bonds and the interest coupons therc- 
of shall be exempt from any and all taxes whatsoever, and the 
payment of the principal and interest shall constitute a charge 
upon the consolidated revenue of the county issuing them. 


Section 13. The proceeds of all bonds issued under the au- 
thority of this Act shall be devoted exclusively to the purposes 
for which the same are issued, as expressed in the proclama- 
tion calling the election concerning their issuance. The unex- 
pended balance, if any, of the proceeds of bonds issued for any 
specific purpose shall be transferred to the credit of the sinking 
fund, hereafter provided for, for the redemption of any bonds 
issued under this Act. ‘ 


Szcrion 14. The treasurer of the county, with the approval 
of the board of supervisors, shall determine the denominations 
of bonds issued under the authority of this Act, and the place 
or places where the principal and interest of such bonds, or anv 
of them, shall be payable, and the method of their redemption. 


Said treasurer shall make such arrangements as may be neces- 
sary or proper for the sale of the whole or any part of each 
authorized issue. Such arrangements shall provide for the sale 
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of such bonds by the county itself, upon public advertisement 
for tenders therefor, at least once each week for not less than 
nine weeks, in a newspaper of general circulation published in 
Honolulu, and in a newspaper, if any, of general circulation 
published in the county, but no bond shall be sold at less than 
two per cent below its nominal par value; provided, that before 
any sale is made, the treasurer shall first secure the approval 
of such sale by the board of supervisors. 


Section 15. All bonds issued under the provisions of this 
Act shall be lithographed or steel engraved, and shall be signed 
by the county treasurer and the mayor or chairman of the 
board of supervisors, and be sealed with the seal of the county. 
Interest coupons may bear a lithographed or engraved facsimile 
of the signature of the county treasurer. 


Srcrion 16. The treasurer of the county shall pay the prin- 
cipal of such bonds at maturity, and the interest thereon, as 
the same becomes due at the place or places and in the manner 
prescribed for such payment under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 17. The treasurer of the county is hereby required 
to establish a sinking fund with which to pay any bonded in- 
debtedness of the county authorized hereby. Within one year 
from the date of any bond issue made by authority of this Act, 
and then, and thereafter, annually until all of the bonds of such 
issue have been called in, he shall, as provided by Sections 1212 
and 1272a of the Revised Laws, or as may be otherwise provid- 
ed by law from time to time, transfer from the receipts of the 
county and deposit to the credit of said sinking fund such an 
amount of money, compounded annually at the rate of intereest 
specified in the bond of such issue, that the aggregate amount 
so transferred, with the interest thereon, would amount to the 
par value of such bonds at their maturity. Except as provided 
by this Act, such sum so deposited shall be used for the redemp- 
tion or purchase of any outstanding county bonds. The auditor 
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ot the county shall open and keep in his books a separate and 
special account of this tund, which shall be known as the sink- 
ing fund account, and which shall at all times show the exact 
condition thereof. 


Ssecrion 18. Whenever the sum on deposit to the credit of 
said sinking fund is sufficient, the treasurer of the county may 
redeem one or more bonds. The bonds to be redeemed shall 
be determined by drawings by lot at the office of the treasurer, 
publicly, after advertisement in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation published in the City and County of Honolulu and in the 
county, not less than once a week for cach of three successive 
weeks. The treasurer shall forthwith advertise in a newspaper 
of general circulation published in Honolulu, and in places 
other than Honolulu, where interest payments upon said bonds 
are made, not less than once a week for three successive weeks, 
the numbers of the bonds so drawn, and that he is prepared 
to pay the same, together with all interest accrued thereon, giv- 
ing the issue, date, date of payment, the date interest will cease, 
and such further information as may be required by the terms 
of said bond or any law of the Territory. If the bonds so sought 
to be redeemed as aforesaid are not presented for payment, or 
redemption, on or before the payment date specified in said 
advertisement, interest thereon shall cease and the amount due 
thereon shall be held exclusively for the payment thereof when- 
ever presented. All redemptions shall be made as provided by 
law and no notice of redemption shall be required other than 
that hereinbefore provided. 


Srcrion 19. The treasurer of the county, by and with the 
consent of the board of supervisors, is hereby authorized to buy, 
in open market, any of the outstanding bonds of the county not 
yet redeemable, whenever there are any funds to the credit of 
the sinking fund account in excess of the amount needed for 
the redemption of any bonds then redeemable, the expense of 
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such purchase over and above the purchase price of said bonds 
to be a proper charge against the sinking fund. 


DECTION 2U. an case ot any detault im the payment ot the 
principal ot any such bonds at maturity or ot the mterest there- 
on when the same shall become due, the holder ot any ot the 
bonus on which any such default is made may bring an action 
at law against the county making such detault, tor the amount 
due by reason of such detauit, and shouid any moneys be when 
or thereafter payable by the Territory ot Hawa to the county 
which is defendant in such action, he may, in the petition and 
prayer for process, insert a request to the court or magistrate 
issuing process to insert therein a direction to the officer serv- 
ing the same to leave a true copy thereof, attested by the high 
sheriff, or his deputy, or the sheriff of the county or his deeputy, 
with the auditor of the Territory, who, hereafter in this Act, 
is called the garnishee. 


Section 21. Service of such process upon the garnishee 
may be made as follows: If the garnishee lives or has his office 
in the district where such process is issued, by handing such 
copy to him personally, or leaving it in his office with a deputy, 
clerk or other employee therein; if the garnishee does not live, 
nor have an office in the district where such process is issued, 
by handing such copy to him personally, or by depositing it in 
the nearest post office, enclosed in a sealed envelope, postage 
prepaid, and addressed to the garnishee at his office in Hono- 
lulu. 


Section 22. It shall not be incumbent on the garnishee to 
appear and answer such process, but the trial of such action 
shall proceed in all respects as if the garnishee had not been 
made a party. But from the time of service upon him, it shall 
be unlawful for such garnishee to draw, sign or issue any war- 
rant payable to the order of the county defendant or any of its 
officers, or permit or cause the same to be done, for any money 
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which may be then or thereafter payable to such defendant, 
until the action shall have been finally determined and the judg- 
ment therein rendered, if any, shall have been fully paid and 
satisfied with legal interest thereon; but all moneys due or to 
become due to such defendant shall be held in the treasury of 
the ‘Territory from the time of such service until such final 
judgment or determination of such action; provided, however, 
that no more shall thus be held than shall be sutticient to meet 
the demand with costs and interest of plaintiff or plaintiffs in 
such action. 


Secrion 23. After final judgment or determimation of any 
such action, the party prevailing shall obtain from the court 
by which such final judgment or determination was made, a 
certificate, which shall sufficiently describe the action to ap- 
prise the garnishee of its identity, and shall state the nature 
and amount of the final judgment or determination made there- 
in, and such certificate shall be immediately furnished to the 
garnishee. 


Section 24. If final judgment is rendered against defend- 
ant in any such action, such garnishee shall immediately there- 
after draw, sign and deliver to the plaintiff or plaintiffs a war- 
rant or warrants for the sum held by him in obedience to such 
service of process; and if such sum shall not equal the amount 
of such final judgment, then the drawing, signing and delivery 
of such warrants shall continue to be made from time to time 
as funds become available until such final judgment, with in- 
terest, shall be fully paid. All warrants so drawn, signed and 
delivered shall be charged against the defendant. 


Secrion 25. In case of successive actions being so brought 
against the same county defendant, precedence shall be given 
by the garnishee to that in which process is first served on him; 
and if two or more such processes are simultaneously served, 
precedence shall be given in the order of the priority of their 
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issuance by the courts or magistrates, respectively, issuing them. 
This order of precedence shall not be disturbed by the fact of 
a posterior suit being carried to tinal judgment earlier than 
its anterior in time of service of the garnishee. All amounts 
held on account of such anterior suit shall be held until the final 
determination thereof, and then applied in payment of the 
judgment therein. In case such amounts shall not be sufficient 
fully to satisfy such judgment, then all judgments obtained in 
posterior suits shall be again postponed to that in the anterior 
suit until it is satisfied. 


Section 26. The power and authority given in this Act to 
the several counties to issue bonds, shall not be held in any man- 
ner to authorize and empower the counties, or any one of them, 
to levy and impose taxes. But should any county hereafter 
be authorized and empowered by law to raise revenue by the 
levy and imposition of taxes, and make default in the payment 
of any judgment secured against said county, upon an action 
at law for the collection of the principal or interest, or any part 
of either thereof, of any bond of said county, the treasurer of 
such county shall thereafter reserve from the consolidated rev- 
enues of said county, as soon as received, money sufficient to 
pay such judgment. 


Section 27. This Act shall take effect on the date of its 
approval.

Section 1. Section 14 of Act 39 of the Laws of 1905 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 14. All general elections of officers of the counties 
of Hawaii, Maui and Kauai, held after the year 1913, shall 
be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in the month 
of May in the year 1915, and every second year thereafter ; 
and such officers shall take office at 12 o’clock meridian on the 
first day in the month of July following their election, unless 
such day be a Sunday, in which case they shall take office on 
the second day of such month. The officers of said counties 
elected in the year 1912 shall hold office until their successors 
to be elected in the year 1915 shall be so elected and qualified. 
The expenses of such elections shall be paid by the respective 
counties in which they are held.” 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval. 
Approved this 26th day of April, A. D. 1913.

RELATING TO THE CIVIL SERVICE or THE TERRITORIAL BOARD 
oF HEALTH. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. There is hereby established a civil service com- 
mission consisting of three members, who shall be appointed by 
the governor in the manner prescribed by Section 80 of the Or- 
ganic Act, and shall hold office for two years, or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified. Said members shall serve 
without pay, and two of them shall constitute a quorum. Not 
more than any two members of the said commission shall belong 
to the same political party, when appointed. The secretary of 
the territorial board of health shall act as secretary, and keep 
the minutes and records of said commission without additional 
compensation. 


Section 2. The commission shall classify all places of em- 
ployment now existing, or hereafter created in or under the terri- 
torial board of health, except the places and offices specified in 
Section 7 hereof. The places so classified shall constitute the 
classified service of the territorial board of health, and no ap- 
pointment to any such place shall be made, except with the ap- 
proval of the commission and in accordance with its rules and 
regulations. 


Section 3. The commission, with approval of the governor. 
shall from time to time make such rules and regulations to gov- 
ern the selection and appointment of nersons to be emploved in 
or under the territorial hoard of health as in its judgment shall 
secure to it the best service, and such rules and regulations when 
so approved, and after having heen nublished once a week for 
three successive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in 
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the City and County of Honolulu, shall have the force and effect 
of law. Such rules and regulations shall provide for ascertain- 
ing as far as possible the physical and educational qualifications, 
habits and reputation and standing and experience of all appli- 
cants, and shall provide for a competitive examination of all 
applicants in such subjects as shall be proper for the purpose of 
best determining their qualifications for the places sought. Such 
rules and regulations may provide for the classification of posi- 
tions and for a special course of inquiry and examination for 
candidates for each class, and shall, with the approval of the 
governor, be subject to modification or repeal by the commission 


Section 4. Such examination shall be public and free to all 
citizens of the Territory, and to all persons eligible to become 
such, over twenty and under sixty years of age, with proper 
limitations as to residence, health, habits and character. Such 
examinations shall be practical in their character, and may in- 
clude tests of manual skill and physical strength. The commis- 
sion shall contro] all such examinations, and may designate a 
suitable person or persons to conduct them. 


Section 5. Whenever any person has been appointed under 
the provisions of this Act and of the rules and regulations made. 
approved and published in conformity herewith in or under the 
territorial board of health, he shall hold such position or appoint- 
ment during good behavior, subject to removal only as pro- 
vided in said rules and regulations. 


Srotion 6. Vacancies and new positions shall be filled bv 
promotion or appointment, as the case may be. of nersons then 
in the service, whenever practicable, and, in the opinion of the 
commission and of the territorial board of health, for the best 
advantage of said board; otherwise. from persons who have 
satisfactorily passed the examination prescrihed bv the commis- 
sion for the particular position or vacanev to be filled. 
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Section 7. This Act shall not apply to the president, seere- 
tary or members of the territorial board of health, the bacteriolo- 
gists and pathologists of the Territory, the physicians in charge 
of and treating tuberculosis, the government physicians and the 
employees engaged in: the segregation and treatment of leprosy. 
Provided, however, that nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to prohibit the territorial board of health from employing any 
help that may be found necessary in times of epidemic. 


Section 8. This Act shall not be construed to require the 
examination of any person at present employed in or under the 
territorial board of health. 


Ssection 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

SEASON FOR THE Protection or Bass. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 
i Li 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person at any 
time to fish for or take, or be engaged in the fishing for or tak- 
ing from any of the waters within said Territory, with nets of 
any description, the fish known as bass; and it shall be unlaw- 
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ful for any person to fish for or take, or be engaged in the fish- 
mg for or taking from any of the waters within said Territory 
the tish known as bass during any time from January ist to 
June 1st, inclusive, in any year. And it shall be likewise un- 
lawful for any person to expose or offer for sale, or to have in 
possession for the purpose of exposing or offering for sale any 
bass during or within any of the times stated in this Section. 
Providing, however, that the provisions of this Act shall not 
prohibit the taking of bass for purposes of stocking other waters, 
or their transfer during periods of low water. 


Section 2. Any person offending against any of the provi- 
sions of this Act shall, for the first offense, be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment not less than ten days nor more 
than twenty-five days, in the discretion of the court, or by both; 
and upon subsequent conviction of such offense, at any time 
within one year after a former conviction thereof, the person 
so convicted such subsequent time shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than fifty dollars, nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment not less than fifty days, nor more than one 
hundred days, in the discretion of the court, or by both. 


Secrion 3. Any and all bass which shall be exposed or of- 
fered for sale, or held in possession with the intent of exposing 
or offering the same for sale, contrary to the provisions of this 
Act, shall be seized by any officer of the board of health or any 
police officer, and shall be by him forthwith sold (if fit for food), 
and the proceeds of such sale shall be reported to the district 
court having jurisdiction of such offense; and if said court shall 
find that such seizure and sale was justified under this Act, 
such said proceeds shall be adjudged forfeited to ihe eounty 
treasurer thereof, in like manner as fines and costs realized in 
such district court are now authorized to be paid: but if such 
court shall find such seizure and sale to have been unjustified 
under this Act, such proceeds shall be paid over to any claimant 
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thereof who shall establish his right thereto before such district 
court. 


Section 4. Appeals from the decisions and judgments of 
said district courts, under the provisions of this Act, may be 
taken to the supreme court or to the appropriate circuit court, 
in like manner as appeals from such district courts are now 
provided to be taken. 


Section 5. This Act shall take effect upon and from the 
date of its approval.

Whenever an automobile, motor cycle or other 
motor vehicle strikes any person, or collides with any vehicle 
containing a person, the driver of, and all persons in such auto- 
mobile, motor cycle or other motor vehicle who have or assume 
authority over such driver, shall immediately cause such auto- 
mobile, motor cycle or other motor vehicle to stop, and shall 
forthwith render to the person struck, or to the occupants of 
such vehicle, all needed assistance, including the carrying of 
such person or occupant to a physician or surgeon for medical 
or surgical treatment, if such treatment seems to be required, 
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or if such carrying is requested by the person struck or occupy- 
ing such vehicle; and such driver, and person having or assum- 
ing authority over him, shall forthwith give to the occupant of 
such vehicle or person struck the number of such automobile, 
motor cycle or other motor vehicle, with the name and address 
of the driver, and of each person in such automobile, motor 
cycle or other motor vehicle at the time of such striking or colli- 
sion. 


Section 2. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
Section 1 of this Act shall, upon conviction, be punished by im- 
prisonment for a term of not more than two years, or by a fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.

able for the purpose. Section 1889 of the Revised Laws shall 
apply to said commission and each commissioner, as well as to 
the supreme and circuit courts and the justices and judges there- 
of, and all costs and fees paid or collected hereunder shall be 
deposited in the treasury of the Territory to the credit of a spe- 
cial fund to be called the ‘Public Utilities Commission Fund’ 
which is hereby created for the purpose.

per cent of the par value of the stock issued by such public 
utility and outstanding on December 31 of the preceding year, 
if its principal business is that of performing publie utility ser- 
vices in this Territory. Such fee shall likewise be deposited in 
the treasury to the credit of said fund. The moneys in said 
fund are hereby appropriated for the payment of all salaries. 
wages and expenses authorized or prescribed by this Act.”

WHEREAS, the Grade Commission of the City and County 
of Honolulu is now desirous of reducing the grade in said 
locality; the total reduction in the amount of fill due to 
the filling in by the land-owners and to the lowering of 
the grade being estimated at 50,000 cubic yards: 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. The Superintendent of Public Works is here- 
by authorized to contract, without calling for tenders, with the 
Lord-Young Engineering Company, Limited, for the filling 
in of other insanitary lands in an amount not exceeding the 
estimated reduction that may be caused in the fill under said 
contract of May 23, 1912, either by acts of the land owners or 
occupants or by the Grade Commission. Said filling shall

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Whenever in the opinion of the Supervisors of 
the City and County of Honolulu it is desirable to grade, pave, 
curb, macadamize or otherwise improve the whole or any part 
or parts of any street, alley or other highway in the District 
of Honolulu, and to assess the whole or a part of the cost there- 
of upon property benefited thereby, they shall before ordering 
any such improvement by resolution determine the district to

be assessed, adopt full details and specifications for the same 
so drawn as to permit and encourage competition; provided, 
however, that the Supervisors may specify any material which 
is of such character as not to admit of competition and the 
same shall then be used unless a protest against such improve- 
ment shall be filed as hereinafter provided, and shall cause the 
city and county engineer to prepare a list of all known owners, 
lessees and occupants of the land within the proposed district, 
an estimate of the cost of the proposed improvement, and a 
map showing the exact location of such improvement, and the 
district to be assessed, in such detail and form as will readily 
show the approximate shure of the total cost that will be 
assessed against each parcel of land subject to assessment, and 
for such purposes the Board of Supervisors is hereby invested 
with power and is hereby authorized to create, define and 
establish improvement districts in the District of Honolulu, 
to assess property to provide for the cost of improvements made 
under this Act, and to issue and sell bonds to secure funds for 
carrying out such improvements, with such assessments as 
security therefor. 


Srction 2. The Supervisors shall by advertisement for ten 
consecutive days, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays in 
some newspaper of general circulation printed and published 
in the English language in Honolulu, give notice to the own- 
ers, lessees, and occupants of the land in the proposed district 
and to all persons interested generally of the kind of improve- 
ment proposed, of the methods of assessment, of the district 
proposed to be assessed therefor, of the probable cost of such 
improvement and the maximum share of each estimate per 
front foot if the assessment is to be made on such basis or pa 
square foot when the assessment is proposed to be made ac- 
cording to area, that is proposed to be charged to the benefited 
district; of the subdistricts or zones, if any, within such dis- 
trict, against which different proportions of the total assess- 
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ment are proposed to be charged, and of the different propor- 
tional assessments so proposed to be made; that the map may 
be seen and examined at the office of the city and county en- 
gineer during business hours at any time prior to the date fixed 
for the hearing; also fixing a date and place when a public 
hearing will be had respecting the proposed improvement and 
full opportunity will be given to all interested to present sug- 
gestions or objections to the general improvement proposed or 
any detail or part thereof, which date shall not be less than 
three weeks after the date of the first publication of the notice. 


Sxcrion 3. If the owners of 55 per cent of the area to be 
assessed for such improvement at the hearing or prior thereto 
file with the Supervisors a written protest duly acknowledged 
by such owners against the making of such improvement, the 
same shall not be made; and the proceedings shall not be re- 
newed within six months thereafter, unless under the provi- 
sions of Section 4 of this Act. 


Section 4. If the owners of 60 per cent of an area desig- 
nated by them as a proposed district for assessment under the 
procedure provided by this Act shall file with the Supervisors 
a petition duly acknowledged by ‘such owners requesting the 
improvement of any street, alley or highway, together with 
map and estimate of cost, the Supervisors shall thereupon pro- 
ceed in the manner provided in Section 1 of this Act and as if 
on their own motion. Any such petition may include a request 
for a particular kind of paving, whether asphalt, macadam, 
bitulithic, or otherwise, and unless such kind is deemed by the 
Supervisors unsuitable for the particular locality, it shall be 
used. 


Section 5. After the heariag provided in Section 2 of this 
Act, the Supervisors shall proceed to determine whether or not 
the proposed improvement shall be made as proposed, or 
whether it shall be made with modifications, and in the latter 
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event modifications or changes restricting the area of the bene- 
fited district or lessening the cost may be made without fur- 
ther advertisement or hearing; but no modification or change 
increasing the area of the benefited district or the cost shall be 
made without again giving notice and a hearing in the man- 
ner provided in Section 2 of this Act. If, by resolution, they 
determine that such improvement shall be made, they shall 
cause final plans and specifications to be prepared, in every 
instance so specifying the material to be used either by stand- 
ard or quality as to admit of genuine competition between con- 
tractors, unless pursuant to the provisions of this Act such 
material shall be specified as is not subject to competition. 


Section 6. All improvements made under the provisions of 
this Act shall be done under contract let to the lowest respon- 
sible and reliable bidder after public advertisement by the 
Supervisors for not less than ten days in some newspaper of 
general circulation published in said City and County, provid- 
ed however, that such advertisement shall not be required in 
cases where the material is specified which does not admit of 
competition. Any other method of letting such contracts shall 
be illegal and void. No such contract shall be made without 
a bond for the faithful performance thereof in such amount 
and with such sureties as may be approved by the Supervisors, 
nor until assessment hereinafter provided for shall have been 
finally made. No bid shall be considered unless accompanied 
with a certified check, or its equivalent, payable in the City 
and County, for not less than ten per cent of the amount bid; 
which check, or equivalent shall be forfeited to the City and 
County unless the successful bidder shall sign the contract and 
furnish an ‘approved bond within ten days after the contract 
is awarded, and upon such signing and furnishing an approved 
bond shall be returned to the contractor. The Supervisors 
shall in all cases have the right to reject all bids, and may in 
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such case readvertise for tenders if they deem it advisable to 
do so. 


Section 7. Before the letting of any contract as aforesaid, 
the Supervisors shall cause a corrected map to be prepared by 
the city and county engineer similar to that required under 
Section 2 of this Act, showing in detail the proportionate 
amount per front foot if the assessment is to be made on such 
basis or per square foot if the assessment is to be made accord- 
ing to area proposed to be assessed against the property in the 
benefited district or in the several subdistricts or zones there- 
of, if any, and by advertisement in the same manner as that 
provided in said Section 2, notice shall be given of the total 
amount of the cost of the improvement based upon the bid of 
the lowest responsible and reliable bidder, the maximum share 
per front foot or per square foot as the case may be proposed 
to be charged to the benefited district or subdistricts or zones, 
if any, and that the corrected map may be seen and examined 
at the office of the city and county engineer during business 
hours at any time prior to the date fixed for hearing; such no- 
tice shall also fix a date and place when a public hearing will 
be had and the Supervisors will sit as a Board of Equalization 
to receive complaints or objections respecting the method of 
apportionment, or respecting the proposed several assessments, 
which date shall not be less than one week nor more than two 
weeks after the date of the first publication of the notice; pro- 
vided that any part of such cost for improving a general 
thoroughfare may be paid by the city and county out of gen- 
eral revenue, as may be provided by ordinance, and the re- 
mainder thereof shall be assessed and paid for as in any other 
case. 


Section 8. After such hearing, the Supervisors shall forth- 
with proceed to make such modifications or changes as to them 
may seem equitable or just in, or shall confirm, the first pro- 
posed assessment, and upon reaching a final decision shall 
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thereupon by ordinance fix the portions of such cost to be 
assessed against the properties in the benefited district and 
against the owners thereof respectively. 


Srction 9. It shall be the duty of the tax assessor of the 
division within which the benefited district lies, to proceed 
forthwith to notify, by letter and by posting upon the land 
assessed, the several owners respectively of the several amounts 
due from each, and of the date when such assessments are 
payable. It shall also be his duty to collect said assessments, 
and to pay all moneys so collected to the city and county treas- 
urer from time to time as required by such treasurer. 


Section 10. All assessments so made shall be due and pay- 
able within thirty days after the date of the last publication 
of the ordinance; provided that any such assessments may, at 
the election of the owner of the land assessed, be paid in in- 
stallments with interest, as hereinafter provided. Failure to 
pay the whole of any assessment within, said period of thirty 
days shall be conclusively considered and held an election on 
the part of all persons interested in such assessments, whether 
under disability or otherwise, to pay in such installments. All 
persons so electing to pay in installments shall be conclusively 
considered and held to have consented to said improvement and 
such election shall be conclusively held and considered as a 
waiver of any and all right to question all power or jurisdic 
tion of the city and county to make the improvement, the regu- 
larity or the sufficiency of the proceedings, or the validity or 
correctness of the assessment. 


Section 11. All assessments made pursuant to this Act 
shall be a lien against each lot or parcel of land assessed from 
the date of the first publication of the ordinance declaring the 
assessment until paid and shall have priority over all othe 
liens except the lien of property taxes and for other public 
purposes. No delay, mistake, error, defect or irregularity in 
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any act or proceeding authorized by this Act shall prejudice 
or invalidate any assessment; but the same may be remedied 
by subsequent or amended acts or proceedings and when so 
remedied, the same shall take effect as of the date of the orig- 
inal act or proceeding. If in any court of competent juris- 
diction any assessment made under this Act is set aside for 
irregularity in the proceedings, the Supervisors may, upon 
notice as required in making an original assessment, make a 
new assessment in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


Section 12. In case of an election to pay any assessment 
in installments, such assessments shall be payable in not less 
than five nor more than ten equal annual installments of prin- 
cipal with interest, in all cases, on the unpaid principal, 
payable annually at a rate not exceeding 6 per cent per 
annum. The number of installments and period of payment 
and the rate of interest shall be as determined by the Super- 
visors. 


Section 13. Failure to pay any installment, whether of 
principal or interest, when due, shall cause the whole of the 
unpaid principal to become due and payable immediately and 
the whole amount of unpaid principal and accrued interest 
shall thereafter draw interest at the rate of 1 per cent per 
month or fraction of a month until the day of sale as herein- 
after provided; but at any time prior to the day of sale the 
owner may pay the amount of all delinquent installments with 
interest at 1 per cent per month or fraction of a month, as 
aforesaid, and all penalties accrued, and shall thereupon be 
restored to the right thereafter to pay in installments in the 
same manner as if default had not been made. The owner of 
any land assessed, not in default as to any installment or pay- 
ment, may at any time pay the entire unpaid principal with 
accrued interest. 

Section 14. The owner of any undivided interest in any 
land may pay his share of any assessment. 
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Section 15. In case of default in the payment of any in- 
stallment of principal and interest when due, the assessor shall 
advertise and sell the property concerning which such default 
is made, for the payment of the whole of the unpaid assess- 
ment thereon; such sale and advertisement shall be made in 
the same manner, under all the same conditions and penalties 
and with the same effect as are provided by general law for 
sales of real property for default in payment of property 
taxes. 


Section 16. At any sale for default in payment of any 
assessment as aforesaid, the treasurer of the city and county 
shall bid for any property so to be sold the amount due on 
account of such unpaid assessment, and if the bid is the high- 
est offer shall pay for the same in cash out of the general funds 
of the city and county, and shall thereupon receive a convey- 
ance of said property in the name of the city and county. 
Property so purchased may at any time be sold by the city 
and county and a conveyance therefor executed in the name 
of the city and county by the treasurer, when such sale and 
conveyance shall be authorized by the Supervisors and after 
publie auction. Any amount so secured at any such sale shall 
be a general county realization. 


Section 17. In the event of an election to pay all or any 
part of any such special assessment in installments, the amount 
required for immediate use to pay the contract price of such 
improvement, or the installments thereof from time to time 
as they fall due shall be secured by the issuance of sufficient 
district improvement bonds of the City and County of Hono- 
lulu to raise such required amount or amounts. Such bonds 
shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the Supervisors, 
shall bear the name of the benefited or improved district, shall 
be payable to bearer in a sufficient period of years to cover 
the number of installment payments determined upon pursu- 
ant to the provisions of this Act, and shall be subject to call 
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as hereinafter provided. The bonds of each issue shall bear 
serial numbers, shall be of such denomination, not exceeding 
one thousand dollars each, as may be determined by the Super- 
visors, and shall bear interest at the rate of not more than 6 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, as may be deter- 
mined by the Supervisors. 


Such bonds shall be executed by the treasurer and issued 
pursuant to and under the authority and requirements of reso- 
lutions of the Supervisors. Said bonds shall be countersigned 
by the Mayor and attested by the clerk and by the seal of the 
city and county. Interest coupons shall bear a lithographed 
or engraved facsimile of the signature of the county treasurer. 
The treasurer shall preserve a record of such bonds in a suit- 
able book kept for that purpose. Such bonds shall be payable 
only out of the moneys collected on account of assessments 
made for the improvement for which they are issued and the 
city and county shall not otherwise guarantee payment of any 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 


All moneys collected on account of assessments and interest 
for any improvement shall be kept by the treasurer of the city 
and county in a special fund and applied solely to the pay- 
ment of interest and principal of the bonds issued for such 
improvement until all such bonds shall have been paid. In the 
event that any surplus shall remain in any such special fund 
after payment of the bonds chargeable against such fund it 
shall be credited to and become a part of the general revenues 
of the city and county. 


The principal and interest of such bonds shall be payable 
at the office of the Treasurer of the City and County of Hono- 
lulu and may also be made payable at the office of any bank 
or fiduciary company in such other place or places as may be 
determined by the Supervisors. In all cases the bonds and 
coupons shall recite the place or places of payment. In case 
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any bonds are made payable elsewhere than im Honolulu, the 
treasurer shall remit the funds necessary to pay the interest 
and principal, when due, of any such bonds, with exchange, 
to the institution so designated, first assuring himself that 
such institution is then solvent. 


Bonds so issued may be used by the Supervisors at par to 
pay wholly or in part the contract price of any improvement 
made as aforesaid, or, in event that such bonds are not so used, 
they shall then be sold to the highest bidder or bidders there- 
for, after public advertisement for tenders for at least once 
each week for not less than four successive weeks in a suit- 
able newspaper of general circulation published in the City 
and County of Honolulu, and the proceeds thereof shall be so 
applied. 


Section 18. Whenever considered desirable by the Super- 
visors and whenever sufficient funds are in the hands of the 
city and county treasurer, exceeding the next interest payment 
on the unpaid principal of any bond issue so made, the Super- 
visors may direct the treasurer, by resolution, to call for pay- 
ment, by advertisement for not less than five days in some news- 
paper of general circulation published in Honolulu such a num- 
ber of bonds as there are funds to pay. At the expiration of 
thirty days from the first publication of said notice interest on 
the bonds so called for payment shall cease. The notice shall 
specify the serial numbers of the bonds so called, which num- 
bers shall be determined by lot in the following manner; the 
treasurer shall cause to be prepared slips of paper of uniform 
size bearing respectively the numbers of the bonds of the issue 
then outstanding and shall place such slips in a suitable con- 
tainer in such manner that the numbers on said slips shall be 
hidden. He shall thereupon in the presence of the county clerk 
draw from said container the number of slips representing the 
aggregate par value of the bonds to be redeemed and paid. 
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Sxcrion 19. All bonds not previously paid shall be paid at 
maturity together with interest thereon as the same becomes due 
at the place or places and in the manner prescribed by this 
Act. i 


Section 20. No action or proceeding at law or in equity 
to review any acts or proceedings or to question the validity or 
enjoin the performance of any act or the issue or payment of 
any bonds, or the levy or collection of any assessments author 
ized by this Act, or for any other relief against any acts or 
proceedings, done or had under this Act, whether based upon 
irregularities or jurisdictional defects, or otherwise, shall be 
maintained unless begun within thirty days after performance 
of the act or the passage of the resolution or ordinance com- 
plained of, or else be thereafter forever barred. 


Section 21. No bonds issued under the provisions of this 
Act shall be considered as city and county bonds within the 
meaning of Section 1212 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii as 
amended, nor shall the payment of the same be a charge against 
the general revenues of the city and county. 


Section 22. The term “Supervisors” as used in this Act 
shall mean and include the Board of Supervisors of the City

ACT 133 
AN ACT 


To Amenp Section 8 or Act 123 or THE Laws or 1909, as 
AMENDED BY SECTION 2 or Act 131 oF THE Laws OF 
1911, Rearing ro THE Derosir or TerrrroriaL Mo- 
NEYS IN Banks. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 3 of Act 123 of the Laws of 1909, as 
amended by Section 2 of Act 131 of the Laws of 1911, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. For the security of funds deposited by the trea- 
surer under the provisions of this Act, there shall be deposited 
with the treasurer, (1) bonds of the Territory of Hawaii to an 
amount at least equal in their par value to the amount of the 
deposit with such bank or banks, or (2) bonds of the United 
States or of any city, county, or city and county of the Territory 
of Hawaii, or of any district improvement bonds of any such 
city, county, or city and county to an amount at least equal in 
their market value, not exceeding their par value, to the amount 
of the deposit with such bank or banks, or such industrial or 
other bonds as are accepted by the courts of the Territory for 
investment of trust funds and approved by the governor and the 
treasurer to an amount in value at least twenty-five per cent in 
excess of the amount of the deposit with such bank or banks. 


When the value of any industrial bond upon open market 
shall be less than the par value of such bond, then the value 
thereof for the purpose of this Act shall be the market value 
of the same, otherwise such value shall be the par value of the 
same. If in any case, or at any time, any bonds are not deemed 
satisfactory security by the governor and treasurer, they shall re- 
quire such additional security as may be satisfactory to them. 
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Such bonds, or any part thereof, may be withdrawn, provided, 
that the required amount of bonds to secure deposits shall be 
kept in the treasury. In the event that said bank or banks ot 
deposit shall fail to pay such deposits, or any part thereof, upon 
presentation of a check or certificate of deposit properly endors- 
ed, as herein provided, then it shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to forthwith convert said bonds into money, and to disburse 
the same according to law; provided, however, that he shall sell 
no bonds, except at public auction, after giving at least ten 
(10) days’ notice by publication in some newspaper of general 
circulation in the Territory of Hawaii.”

The franchises granted by Act 30 of the Laws 
of 1903 of the Territory of Hawaii, as amended and approved 
by an Act of Congress approved April 21, 1904, Act 48 of the 
Laws of 1903 of said Territory, as amended and approved by 
an Act of Congress approved April 21, 1904, Act 66 of the Laws 
of 1905 of said Territory, as amended and approved by an Act 
of Congress approved June 20, 1906, Act 105 of the Laws of 
1907 of said Territory, as amended and approved by an Act 
of Congress approved February 6, 1909, Act 130 of the Laws 
of 1907 of said Territory, as amended and approved by said Act 
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of Congress, approved February 6, 1909, Act 115 of the Laws 
of 1909 of said Territory, as amended and approved by an Act 
of Congress approved June 25, 1910, and Act 66 of the Laws of 
1911 of said Territory, as amended and approved by an Act 
of Congress approved August 1, 1912, and the persons and 
corporations holding said franchises, shall be subject as to rea- 
sonableness of rates, prices and charges and in all other respects

Section 1. That the term of the franchise granted by Act 
69 of the Laws of Hawaii of 1898 (Chapter 66 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii), is hereby extended to July 1, 1950, and the 
area within which said franchise may be exercised is hereby 
extended to include the land of Halawa in the District of Ewa. 
subject, however, to the terms, conditions and restrictions con- 
tained in said Act and all amendments thereof. 


Srcrion 2. That Section 2 of said Act 69 (Section 836 of 
said Revised Laws) is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following subdivision: 


“12. Additions, extensions and improvements of the railway 
and the equipment and works connected therewith shall be made 
or acquired by said corporation and, when so made or acquired. 
or when made or furnished by others, shall thereafter be main- 
tained and operated by it, whenever, after notice and an oppor- 
tunity to be heard at a public hearing, it shall be directed so to 
do by a commission consisting of the Governor, the Secretary. 
and the Chief Justice of the Territory, the First Circuit Judge 
of the First Circuit and the Mayor or other chief executive offi- 
cer of the City and County of Honolulu or its successor, or by 
any public utility commission or other commission created by 
act of the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii or by the 
Congress of the United States to act in the matter instead of 
said commission herein created, and increases, changes and im- 
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provements in the service to be rendered by said corporation 
shall likewise be made by it when directed so to do by said 
commission ; provided, that said commission shall not so direct 
unless it shall find after such hearing that the earnings of said 
corporation, when maintaining and operating such additions, 
extensions, increases, changes and improvements together with 
the remainder of its railway system and service, will be suffi- 
cient for the reasonable expenses of maintenance and operation, 
sinking funds, dividends of eight per cent (8%) per Annum 
on the issued stock, and the cash working fund, as provided in 
the first five subdivisions of Section 17 of this Act as amended, 
nor, in the case of additions, extensions or improvements made 
or furnished by others, unless the same, if made or furnished 
by private persons or corporations, shall be transferred to said 
corporation and unless said commission shall upon application 
therefor and after notice to the corporation and a public hearing 
thereon authorize the same and after the construction thereof 
find that the same accord with the general standard of the con- 
struction of said railway; and likewise, if it shall appear after 
a trial for a reasonable period that said earnings are insufficient 
for such purposes, after any such directed or furnished addi- 
tions, extensions, increases, changes or improvements shall have 
been made, said commission shall permit said corporation to 
cease the maintenance and operation of such portion thereof as 
may be necessary in order to fnake such earnings sufficient for 
such purposes. Any additions, extensions, increases, changes 
or improvements made or acquired by said corporation shall be 
paid for out of earnings unless said commission shall permit 
or require them to be paid for out of the proceeds of bonds or 
unless it shall permit them to be paid for out of the proceeds 
of stock, provided that the commission shall not require bonds 
to be issued for such purposes unless the same could be sold 
at not less than par if they bore interest at the rate of six per 
cent per annum. Additions and extensions may be made and 
maintained on any street, road or highway within the limits 
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covered by the franchise when permitted by said commission 
after a public hearing. 


Section 3. That Section 3 of said Act 69 (Section 837 of 
said Revised Laws) is hereby amended by striking out the sec- 
ond proviso in the first paragraph thereof and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 


“And further provided that the said railway shall not be 
operated with cars propelled by the use of steam or animal 
power, but such parts thereof may be operated with power 
developed by the use of internal combustion engines during such 
hours as may be approved by the commission referred to in 
Section 2 ofthis Act as amended.” 


Section 4. Section 8 of said Act 69 as amended by Act 78 
of the Laws of Hawaii of 1905 (Section 842 as amended of 
said Revised Laws) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. The rates of speed of the cars of said corpora- 
tion may be prescribed by the commission referred to in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act as amended, and said rates may be changed 
from time to time by said commission as the public service may 
require. For each violation of any rate so prescribed the said 
corporation shall be subject to a penalty of one hundred dollars 
to be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction at the 
suit of the attorney of such political division or any other per- 
son to the nse of such political division.” 


Section 5. That the first two subdivisions of Section 9 of 
said Act 69 (Revised Laws, Sec. 843) are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“1. Until July 1, 1930, said corporation may charge each 
passenger for a continuous ride anywhere between Wailupe 
and the Northwesterly side of Moanalua valley and between 
the sea coast and a line parallel thereto four miles inland such

fare not exceeding five cents as it may fix, and for a continuous 
ride wholly or partly without said limits such fare as it may 
fix with the approval, as to any excess over five cents, of the 
commission referred to in Section 2 of this Act as amended;

to or from school shall not be required to pay more than half 
fares, for which purpose tickets shall be issued; and provided 
further that the commission referred to in Section 2 of this 
Act as amended may make reasonable rules and from time to 
time change the same, defining the words ‘continuous ride’ and 
determining the points which may be considered as fixing the 
limits thereof, and regulating transfers.” 


“9. After June 30, 1930, only such fare may be charged

pear after a trial for a reasonable period that such earnings are 
insufficient for such purposes after any such reduction shall 
have been required, said commission shall permit such an in- 
crease in fares as will make such earnings sufficient for such 
purposes.” 


Section 6. Section 14 of said Act 69 (Section 848 of said 
Revised Laws) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 14. Said corporation may, with the approval of 
the commission referred to in Section 2 of this Act as amended, 
take over, by purchase or lease, and maintain, use, operate and 
exercise in connection with the railway and the equipment and 
works connected therewith authorized by this Act, all or any 
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part of the property, rights, privileges and franchises of any 
other street railway or power company operating solely within 
the limits covered by the franchise granted by this Act; and 
said corporation shall, as soon as may be, so take over the 
property, rights, privileges and franchises, if any, of the Pearl 
Harbor Traction Company, Limited, in such manner, by such 
methods and upon said terms and conditions as shall be ap- 
proved by said commission. The corporation may also, with 
similar approval, contract for the purchase of power for use in 
the operation of its railway and the equipment and works con 
nected therewith and likewise contract for the sale of any power 
not required for such purposes.” 


Section 7. Section 15 of said Act 69 (Section 849 of said 
Revised Laws) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 15. Said corporation may enter into such working 
or traffic agreements with any other railway or power company 
or companies operating on the Island of Oahu as may be ap- 
proved by the commission referred to in Section 2 of this Act 
as amended.” 


Section 8. That Section 17 of said Act 69 (Section 851 of 
the Revised Laws) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 17. Disposition of income. The income of said 
corporation shall be disposed of as follows: 


“1, There shall be paid out of said income the expenses of 
maintenance and operation of the railway and of the equipment 
and works connected therewith, including repairs, renewals, 
taxes, interest, insurance premiums, damage claims and all other 
expenses connected with such maintenance and operation. Such 
expenses shall be reasonable in amount and the commission re- 
ferred to in Section 2 of this Act as amended may prescribe 
such rules or make such orders, and from time to time change 
the same, as it shall find proper respecting the amount of sal- 
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aries or other expenditures. Said railway, equipment and works 
shall be maintained in first-class condition and said commission 
may require the setting aside and expenditure of so much of 
said income as it shall find reasonably necessary for this pur- 
pose. 


“2, There shall be set aside each year out of said income 
to the credit of a sinking fund for the redemption of the bonds, 
if any, of said corporation such a sum of money that the aggre- 
gate of the sums so set aside, with interest thereon compounded 
yearly at the rate of four per cent (4%) per annum, would 
amount to the par value of the bonds at their maturity. Said 
commission, however, may permit or require a larger sum to be 
so set aside in any year, if there is sufficient income for the 
purpose after meeting the requirements of subdivisions 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 5 of this Section. All income, if any, derived from in- 
vestments or deposits of said sinking fund shall be used so far 
as may be for the redemption of any redeemable bonds of the 
corporation, and may, with the approval of said commission, 
be used for the purchase of any unredeemed bonds of the cor- 
poration. 


“3. Cumulative dividends may be paid out of said income, 
if sufficient, after meeting the requirements of subdivisions 1 
and 2 of this Section, at the rate of eight per cent (8%) per 
annum on the outstanding capital stock issued by said corpora- 
tion and shall be paid so far as may be each year unless other- 
wise permitted by said commission. Said dividends may be 
paid in quarterly installments or in such other installments as 
may be approved by said commission. 


“4, Beginning in the year 1925 or such earlier year as may 
be agreed upon by said corporation and said commission, there 
shall be set aside as of and as soon as may be after the last dav 
of each year out of said income, if sufficient, or, if not suff- 
cient, to the extent that there is available income, after meet-

ing the requirements of subdivisions 1, 2, 3 and 5 of this Sec- 
tion, to the credit of a stock sinking fund, such a sum of money 
that the aggregate of the sums so set aside previously and the 
sums which would then and thereafter be so set as de if there 
should be sufficient income and if the same amount should be 
so set aside each year thereafter, together with estimated in- 
terest, whether earned or not, on each such sum, compounded 
yearly at the rate of five per cent (5%) per annmn from the 
time when it was or should be so set aside, would amount, on 
June 30, 1950, to the par value of the issued stock outstand- 
ing in the year in which said sum is so set aside. Such sums 
so set aside shall be kept in a separate account and may be in- 
vested in such manner as the corporation mav desire or may be 
distributed among the stockholders with or without a corres- 
ponding reduction of the capital stock. All income derived 
from investments thereof may be credited to said stock sinking 
fund and so invested or distributed, and, if so distributed, shall 
not be considered as dividends on the capital stock. 


“Tn case of the purchase of the property of said corporation 
as provided in Section 29 of this Act as amended, an amount 
equal to the aggregate of all sums so set aside or credited to 
said stock sinking fund, whether then in existence or not, to- 
gether with estimated interest, whether earned or not, on each 
such sum compounded yearly at the rate of five per cent (5%) 
per annum from the time when it was so set aside to the date 
of the purchase, shall be deducted from the purchase price as 
provided in said Section 29 as amended, in which case the 
moneys, securities and properties, if any, then in said stock 
sinking fund, together with the amount then paid by the pur- 
chaser, may thereupon be distributed among the stockholders 
of said corporation. 


“5. Such amount as may not be disapproved by said com- 
mission may he maintained out of said income as a cash working 


fund. 
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“6. Said corporation may, unless otherwise directed, and 
shall when directed by said commission, expend for additions, 
extensions, increases, changes and improvements of the railway, 
equipment, works and service so much of said income as may 
be deemed advisable after meeting the requirements of the pre- 
ceding subdivisions of this Section. 


“7. All of the income of said corporation, from whatsoever 
sources derived, not set aside or applied as provided in the pre- 
ceding subdivisions of this Section shall be paid, one-fourth to 
said corporation and three-fourths to the City and County of 
Honolulu or such other political division as may be designated 
by the Legislature of Hawaii. Such payment, if any, shall 
be made in the month of February in each year for the pre- 
ceding calendar year, and said corporation shall in said month 
file with the Board of Supervisors of said City and County or 
such other body as the Legislature may designate a detailed 
statement showing in such form as may be required by said 
Board or other body all of its receipts and expenditures during 
said preceding year, and all of its books, papers, records, and 
accounts shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection by 
the Governor or said commission or said Board of Supervisors 
or other body and their respective agents appointed by them for 
the purpose. Such books, records and accounts shall be kept 
in the form and manner required of street railway corporations 
under the Interstate Commerce law or as may be otherwise re- 
quired by said commission not inconsistently with the form or 
manner required under said Interstate Commerce law.” 


Section 9. That Section 29 of said Act 69 (Section 864 
of said Revised Laws) is hereby amended by adding thereto at 
the end thereof three subdivisions to be numbered 4, 5 and 6, 
respectively, and to read as follows: 


“4, Said corporation and the franchise, rights and privi- 
leges granted by this Act shall be subject to such law establish- 
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ing a public utility commission and such other laws of a general 
nature as may be applicable from time to time to street rail- 
ways or the companies operating them in the Territory of Ha- 
waii or the City and County of Honolulu or its successor and 
not in conflict with the provisions of this Section and Section 
17 of this Act as amended.” 


“5. This franchise may, at any time after June 30, 1930, 
be amended or repealed by the Congress of the United States 
or by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii with the ap- 
proval of the Congress of the United States; and the rights, 
privileges and powers by this Act conferred shall not be con 
strued to be exclusive; provided that upon any such repeal the 
purchase authorized in subdivision 6 of this Section shall be 
made.” 


“6. At any time after June 30, 1940, the Territory, acting 
with the authority or at the direction of the Legislature of Ha- 
wali, or the City and County of Honolulu, or such other politi- 
cal division as may be designated by said Legislature, may, upon 
not less than six months’ notice in writing to said corporation, 
acquire by purchase at a price to be determined as hereinafter 
provided the railway, poles, wires, cars, equipment, power plant, 
buildings, works and all other property, both real and personal, 
used in connection therewith or owned by said corporation other 
than the moneys, securities and properties, if any, then in the 
stock sinking fund provided in subdivision 4 of Section 17 of 
this Act as amended. 


“Said price shall not exceed (1) the value of the tangible 
property, as a going concern, to be acquired by such purchase, 
unaffected by the value of the franchise or good will or any other 
intangible element in or affecting the value of the property of 
said corporation or (2) the cost of such tangible property ess 
depreciation or (3) the cost of reproducing or replacing it less 
depreciation, but said price shall not be less than (4) the par 
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value of the then-outstanding stock and bonds, if any, issued 
by said corporation; provided that if the property or any part 
thereof so to be acquired shall then be subject to any indebted- 
ness or if said corporation shall then owe any indebtedness, the 
purchaser shall assume so much of said indebtedness as is bond- 
ed and may assume so much thereof as is not bonded and de- 
duct the amount so assumed from said price; and provided fur- 
ther that an amount equal to the aggregate of all sums, whether 
then in existence or not, set aside or credited to the stock sinking 
fund as provided in subdivision 4 of Section 17 of this Act as 
amended, together with estimated interest, whether earned or 
not, on each such sum compounded yearly at the rate of five 
per cent (5%) per annum from the time when it was so set 
aside to the date of the purchase, shall also be deducted from 
said price, in which case the moneys, securities and properties, 
if any, then in said stock sinking fund may be distributed 
among the stockholders of said corporation; and provided fur- 
ther that in case such price less the indebtedness so assumed 
shall exceed the par value of such outstanding capital stock, 
there shall also be deducted from said price one-half of such ex- 
cess if such purchase shall be made before July 1, 1940, but 
if such purchase shall be made after June 30, 1940, there shall

“Said purchase price, within the limitations and subject to 
the conditions aforesaid, shall be determined by a board of 
three appraisers, one to be appointed by said corporation, or, 
in case it should fail to do so within thirty days after being 
requested to do so by the purchaser, then by the Chief Justice

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of the Supreme Court of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and 
the third by the two so appointed, or, in case they should fail 
to agree upon the third member within thirty days, then by 
said Chief Justice. Said Chief Justice before making any 
such appointment shall give said purchaser and said corpora- 
tion an opportunity to be heard. 


“Kither said corporation or the purchaser may appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii from the decision of such board by 
filing a written notice of appeal with the board within five days 
after the decision is rendered. It shall thereupon be the duty 
of the Board immediately to certify up to the Supreme Court 
the record of its proceedings, showing in such certificate the 
valuation claimed by said corporation, the valuation claimed 
by the purchaser, and the valuation as determined by the board. 
Such certificate shall be accompanied by originals or copies of 
all papers, documents and testimony upon which the decision 
of the board was based, and a copy of such decision. Upon 
any such appeal the Supreme Court may permit or require 
further evidence to be introduced by either party. 


“Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same, less the deductions aforesaid, shall 
be paid to said corporation, and the franchise shall thereupon 
cease and determine, and such railway and all other property 
used in connection therewith or owned by said corporation other 
than the moneys, securities and properties, if any, then in said 
sinking fund shall thereupon become the property of such pur- 
chaser without any further conveyance, but said corporation 
shall execute all such further conveyances and give such further 
assurances as may be desired by the purchaser and approved 
by said board or said court on appeal. The cost of the ap- 
praisement and appeal shall be borne equally by the purchaser 
and said corporation,” 
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Sxcrion 10. That Section 37 of said Act 69 (Section 871 
of said Revised Laws) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 87. Issuance of stock and bonds. Said corporation 
may increase its capital stock as of January 1, 1913, to one mil 
lion six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000), and may issue 
to its stockholders of that date or their representatives or as- 
signs sufficient additional paid up stock to make the entire 
capital stock issued by said corporation of the par value of one 
million six hundred thousand dollars, which amount shall, sub- 
ject to the outstanding bonds of five hundred and ninety-one 
thousand dollars, represent the entire property of the corpora- 
tion as of that date. No stock in excess of said amount shall 
be issued by said corporation in consequence of or to represent 
any increase in the value of its property or any earnings, dona 
tions, proceeds of bonds or other income expended or invested 
in extensions or improvements of or additions to its property 
or upon any consideration except the direct payment of at least 
the par value thereof to said corporation in cash and with the 
approval of the commission referred to in Section 2 of this 
Act as amended. 

Said corporation shall not issue any bond or other instrument 
of indebtedness, except unsecured promissory notes and other

Transit and Land Company and its successors and assigns and 
the holder of the franchise granted by said Act 69 as amended ; 
‘Political division’ shall refer to and mean the City and County 
of Honolulu or such other political division of the Territory 
of Hawaii as may be designated by the Legislature of Hawaii;

836, 838, 843, 854, 864, 868 and 870) 
and insert in lieu thereof “commission referred to in Section 
2 of said Act 69 as amended,” except in the first two sentences ` 
of said subdivision 3 of Section 29, in which sentences insert 
in lieu thereof “appropriate authority” and strike out “or other 
officer duly appointed by him,” and in said Section 33 strike 
out “him” and insert in lieu thereof “it.” 

Insert “and such political division” or “or such political divi- 
sion,” as the context requires, after “Territory” and “Territory 
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of Hawaii” wherever they occur in subdivision 4 of Section 4 
and subdivision 3 of Section 29 (Revised Laws, Secs. 838 and 
864); and in the first paragraph of said subdivision 3 of Sec- 
tion 29, strike out “shall” and insert in lieu thereof “may.” 

Strike out “Attorney General of the Territory of Hawaii, 
or any other person to the use of the Territory” in Section 8 of 
said Act 69 (Revised Laws, Sec. 842) and insert in lieu thereof 
“attorney of such political division, or any other person to the 
use of such political division.” 

Strike out “department” in Section 31 of said Act 69 (Re- 
vised Laws, Sec. 866) and insert in lieu thereof “of such poli- 
tical division.” 


Section 12. This Act shall take effect when the Honolulu 
Rapid Transit and Land Company, the holder of the franchise 
granted by said Acts 69 and 70, shall notify the Governor of 
Hawaii in writing that it has accepted the terms hereof by an 
affirmative vote of the holders of a majority of its stock; pro- 
vided, that this Act shall be approved by the Congress of the 
United States within two years after its passage by the Legis- 
lature of the Territory of Hawaii, and that said Honolulu Rapid 
Transit and Land Company shall notify the Governor of such 
acceptance by it within six months after such action by the 
Congress of the United States. Upon receiving such notifica- 
tion the Governor shall publish notice thereof in a newspaper 
of general circulation published in the City and County of Ho- 
nolulu.

To AUTHORIZE AND PROVIDE FOR THE MANUFACTURE, MAIN- 
TENANCE, DISTRIBUTION AND UPPLY OF ELECTRIC CUR- 
RENT FoR Lieut anp Power, WITHIN THE DISTRICT OF 
WAIMEA, ON THE ÍSLAND anD County oF Kauai, TERRI- 
TORY oF HAWAN. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. W. O. Crowell of Waimea, District of Waimea, 
County of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, his associates, success- 
ors and assigns, or such corporations as he or they shall cause 
to be incorporated under the laws of the Territory of Hawaii 
(he or they being hereinafter referred to as “the association”), 
are hereby granted the right, authority and privilege, for the 
term of fifty (50) years from and after the passage of this Act, 
to manufacture, sell, furnish and supply electric light, electric 
current, or electric power, in the District of Waimea, on the 
Island of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, for lighting the streets, 
roads, publie or private buildings, or for motive power, or for 
any other purposes which the association may deem advisable, 
and, from time to time, for said term of fifty (50) years, for 
the purposes above mentioned, subject to the approval and 
supervision of the board or officials having charge of said streets 
or roads, to construct, maintain and operate suitable poles, lines, 
wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, conduits and such 
other appliances and appurtenances as may from time to time 
be necessary for the transmission, distribution or supply of elec- 
tricity to consumers thereof, under, along, upon and over the 
streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes, in 
said District of Waimea, on the Island of Kanai, and connect 
by means of the said lines, wires, and conductors, any mannfac- 
tory, private or publie building, lamps, lamp posts, or other 
structure or object with the place of supply. 
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Section 2. The officials or boards having charge of said 
streets or roads are hereby authorized to make, and from time 
to time, change, amend, or add to, reasonable rules regulating 
the placing of poles, wires, the insulation of wires and appara- 
tus carrying the electric current, and the excavation of con- 
duits, and the maintenance in good repair of all poles, wires 
and apparatus, and generally concerning the manufacture and 
supply of electricity which they may deem necessary for the 
public safety and welfare. 


Section 8. All poles, wires, lines, cables, lamps, lamp posts, 
conductors, conduits and other appliances constructed, main- 
tained or operated under, along, upon or over the streets, side- 
walks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in said district, 
on the Island of Kauai, shall be so constructed, maintained and 
operated by the association as to not unnecessarily interfere 
with the use of such streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, 
alleys and lanes by the public. 


Section 4. The entire plant, lines, poles and all other ap- 
paratus and equipment shall, at all times, be subject and open 
to the inspection of the officials or boards having charge of said 
streets or roads, or any officer appointed by them for that pur- 
pose. 


Section 5. The association shall also have the right to 
maintain, use and operate electric meters or other means for 
measuring electric light, power or current supplied from time 
to time, and to locate the same at such places as may be deemed 
necessary for their protection; and also to charge, receive and 
collect from all consumers of electricity such reasonable prices 
as may he from time to time fixed and determined by the asso- 
ciation, but such charge shall not at any time exceed twenty 
cents per kilowatt hour, or one thousand watt hours; and pro- 
vided, however, that the association shall have the right to 
charge, receive and collect in lieu thereof, from each consumer

of electricity for lighting, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents 
per month, and from each consumer of electricity for power, 
the sum of one dollar and fifty cents per month per horse power 
of apparatus connected to the service, the same to be deemed as 
a flat rate and in lieu of said kilowatt hour charge; provided 
further, that power is hereby conferred upon the courts of ap 
propriate jurisdiction, or any utility commission or like com- 
mission which is, or may be hereafter, created by law of the 
Territory or of the United States, at all times and upon the 
petition of any consumer of the said association, or at the in- 
stance of said commission, to hear and determine from time to 
time what rate or rates are reasonable, and otherwise regulate 
the acts of the association, as provided by law; and to enforce 
the same by appropriate judgment, order or decree, , 


Section 6. The association shall also have the right to 
charge consumers, or applicants for the use of electricity, for 
one-half of the cost and expense of making connections between 
the nearest line of supply and the premises where the electricity 
is to be used; such cost and expense to include the price of all 
wires, poles, insulators and other materials, and labor neces- 
sary to be used in making such connections; provided, however, 
that the association shall not be required to make, construct or 
maintain said connections as aforesaid for supplying light or 
power unless the applicants therefor, if required, shall deposit 
in advance with the association a sum of money sufficient to pay 
one-half of the actual cost and expense of making and construct- 
ing such connections and for current for the period of one 
month. 


Srecrion 7. The association shall have the right to acquire, 
‘hold or take over, either by purchase or lease, such property, 
real, personal or mixed, as may be necessary or incidental to 
its business; but the association shall not have the right or 
power to purchase any franchise or property of or shares. in 
any other company of like nature. 
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Section 8. The association shall have power to mortgage 
the franchise hereby conferred and its other property to secure 
the payment of bonds or other monetary obligations incurred in 
the construction of buildings, machinery, poles, lines, wires, 
cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, conduits and other appli- 
ances, and the manufacturing and supplying of electricity, as 
provided by this Act. 


Szction 9. The right hereby granted shall cease and deter- 
mine if operations hereunder are not commenced by beginning 
the construction of buildings or other work for manufacturing 
or supplying electric current for light or power, or by placing 
poles and wiring the same, or constructitng conduits and laying 
wires therein, i in any of the streets, roads or other places, for the 
purpose of conducting electric current for light and power, and 
shall have actually expended in such work a sum not less than 
five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) within one year from and 
after the date of the approval of this Act by the Congress of 
the United States. 


Section 10. If the association shall fail to do or perform 
or comply with any of the provisions of this Act, or of the 
laws of the Territory of Hawaii, or the ordinances of the 
County of Kauai, or the rules promulgated under Section 2 of 
this Act, and continues to refuse or fail to perform or comply 
therewith after reasonable notice given by the superintendent 
of public works, or any proper county or municipal officer or 
board, said officer or board may, with the consent of the gov- 
ernor and of the attorney general, cause proceedings to be in- 
stituted before an appropriate tribunal to have the franchise 
hereby granted, and all rights and privileges thereunder, for- 
feited and declared null and void. 


Section 11. It is hereby expressly provided thai nothing 
herein contained shal] be construed to grant to the association 
an exclusive right to furnish, sell or supply electric current for 
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light and power, and said association and the franchise, rights 
and privileges granted hereby shall be subject in all respects to 
such law establishing a public utility commission and such 
other laws of a general nature as may be applicable from time 
to time to electric light and power plants, or the companies 
operating them in the Territory of Hawaii, or the County of 
Kauai, or its successor. 


Srcrion 12. All property of every kind and nature, form 
ing or used as a part of such electric system, including this 
franchise, shall be exempt from any and all taxes under the 
Territory of Hawaii until the expiration of five (5) years from 
and after the commencement of the construction of buildings, 
or other works for manufacturing and supplying electricity. 


Section 13. The association shall, within one month afte: 
the expiration of each year, file with the treasurer of the County 
of Kauai a statement showing the gross receipts from the sale 
of electric current for light and power furnished by it during 
such year, and ‘shall at the same time pay to the treasurer of 
the County of Kauai, for and on behalf of said county, one-half 
of one per centum of the gross receipts secured by it from all 
electric current for light or power furnished to consumers dur- 
ing the year preceding. 


Section 14. That the Territory of Hawaii, the County of 
Kauai, or any political subdivision thereof, may at any time 
after the expiration of twenty years from the date of the pass- 
age of this Act by the Congress of the United States, and upon 
six months’ notice in writing to the association, given pursuant 
to proper authority, when so authorized by the Legislature of 
the Territory of Hawaii, acquire by purchase all the property 
of the association, subject to the then existing charges thereon. 


The amount to be paid to the association for such purchase 
shall be determined by a commission of three persons, one to 
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be appointed by the association, or in case it should fail to 
do so within thirty days after having been requested to do so 
by the purchaser, then by the chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and the third by the 
two so appointed, or in case they should fail to agree upon the 
third member within thirty days, then by said chief justice, 
any such action by the chief justice to be taken only after giving 
to each party notice and an opportunity to be heard, but such 
amount shall in no case exceed the actual cost or the actual 


value of the tangible property, or the actual cost of reproducing 
or replacing it, less depreciation and less the charges thereon. 
The value of the franchise or good will or any other intangible 
element shall not be considered in determining the amount to 
be paid. 


Either the association or the purchaser may appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii from the decision of such commis- 
sion by filing a written notice of appeal with the commission 
within five days after the decision is rendered. It shall there- 
upon be the duty of the commission immediately to certify up 
to the supreme court the record of its proceedings, showing in 
such certificate the valuation claimed by the association, the 
valuation claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as deter- 
mined by the commission. Such certificate shall be accompan- 
ied by copies of all papers, documents, and evidence upon which 
the decision of the commission was based, and a copy of such 
decision. Upon any such appeal, the supreme court may, in 
its behalf, take or require further evidence to be introduced by 
either party. 


Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association, and 
thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and deter- 
mine, and all the property of said association shall become the 
property of such purchaser without any further conveyance, but 
said association shall make all such further conveyances as may 
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be desired by the purchaser and approved by said commission 
or said court on appeal. 


Secrion 15. This Act shall go into effect and be law from 
and after the date of its approval by the Governor of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of the 
Congress of the United States, such approval by the Congress 
to be secured within two years from the date of such approval 
by the governor. 


Sxctron 16. The Congress of the United States, or the Leg- 
islature of the Territory of Hawaii, with the approval of the 
Congress, may at any time amend or repeal this Act.

ACT 138 
AN ACT 


RELATING TO THE HonoLuLu WATER AND SEWER WORKS AND 
REPEALING Former Laws RELATING THERETO. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. Transfer to City and County. As soon as may 
be after the expenditure of so much as may be required out of 
appropriations made from loan funds for the Honolulu Water 
Works and the Honolulu Sewer Works before this Act takes 
effect and in any event not later than July 1, 1914, said water 
and sewer works and all moneys in the Honolulu Water and 
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Sewer Works fund shall be transferred from the Territory to 
the City and County of Honolulu or its successor. 


Srcrion 2. Management. Until such transfer the opera- 
tion, maintenance, extension and improvement of said works, 
the collection and expenditure of all moneys on account thereof 
and the exercise and performance of all powers and duties in 
relation thereto shall be by the Superintendent of Public Works 
subject to the direction of the Governor; and after such trans- 
fer the same shall be by such officer as shall be designated by 
law or by the Board of Supervisors or other governing body, 
if any, of said City and County or its successor subject to the 
directions of said Board or other body. 


Upon such transfer said City and County or its successor 
as the case may be shall assume and become liable for the pay- 
ment of all indebtedness incurred by the Territory for the op- 
eration, maintenance, construction, improvement and exten- 
sion of said works and the interest thereon and all contracts 
and other obligations of every kind of the Territory incurred 
by reason of or in connection with said works to the same ex- 
tent to which the Territory shall be liable therefor immediately 
preceding such transfer. 


Section 3. Disposition of Revenues. All revenues derived 
from time to time from said works shall be paid into the Treas- 
ury of the Territory or of said City and County or its success- 
or, as the case may be, and there held as a special fund for the 
following purposes for which alone it shall be expended: (1) 
the operation and maintenance of said works; (2) interest on 
the bonds issued for the extension and improvement of said 
works; (3) the payment of said bonds, for which purpose there 
shall be set aside each year not less than such a sum that the 
aggregate of the sums so set aside, with interest thereon com- 
pounded yearly at the rate of interest specified in the bonds. 
would amount to the par value of the bonds at maturity, nor 
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more than such a sum that the aggregate of such sums with such 
interest would amount to the par value of the bonds when they 
become redeemable; and (4) the extension and improvement of 
said works. 


In whole or partial fulfillment of its obligations under sub- 
divisions (2) and (3) of this Section, said City and County 
or its successor shall after such transfer pay to the Territory 
on the interest dates of any such bonds as shall have been issued 
by the Territory, interest upon an amount equal to the par value 
of such bonds at the rate of interest specified in such bonds and 
also such sum or sums each year during the term for which 
said bonds shall have been issued, whether refunded or not, 
that the aggregate of the sums so paid will, compounded annu- 
ally at such rate of interest, equal at the expiration of such 
term, such par value, and may so pay to the Territory in any 
vear any additional sum on account of the principal of said 
bonds, and when any such payment shall be made on account 
of the principal, the interest payable thereafter shall be reduced 
correspondingly, and when the aggregate sums so paid on ac- 
count of the principal of said bonds shall equal the par value 
thereof, all obligations of said City and County in respect of 
said bonds, principal and interest, shall be deemed to have been 
discharged. All amounts so paid to the Territory on account 
of principal, shall be credited to the Territorial sinking fund 
and such credit when made shall be deemed to have been made 
under the provisions of the first paragraph of Section 1 of Act 
97 of the Laws of 1907. 

Section 4. Water Revenues. Rates shall be charged for 
the use of all water and water power furnished by said works, 
whether to the United States, the Territory, said City and 
County or its successor, vessels, corporations, persons or others, 
except as otherwise required under contracts heretofore made. 


Secrron 5. Tt shall be the duty of the City and County of 
Honolulu to operate and maintain the said works and to pay 
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from time to time to the Territory, out of the general revenue 
of the City and County for the purposes stated in divisions 
two and three of Section 3, deficiencies, if any, which may 
occur in said special fund. 


Section 6. The Board of Supervisors, or other governing 
body of the City and County of Honolulu, shall have power by 
ordinance, to fix rates for water and for sewer privileges; to 
enforce the payment of such rates, with interest, if delinquent; 
to prescribe methods of measuring water and water power; to 
make such general regulations for the conduct of said works 
and the use by privilege holders as shall be in the publie in- 
terest and not inconsistent with this Act. 


Section 7. Settlement of Disputes. All disputes as to the 
water or sewer rates to be charged, the right to connect with 
the water and sewer mains, and all other disputes arising under 
the provisions of this Act may be referred to a Circuit Judge 
of the First Circuit Court at Chambers, and such judge shall 
have full power to decide the same and make all proper orders 
in relation thereto, which shall be final. 


Szction 8. Repeal of Existing Laws. Sections 552 to 
578, both inclusive, Acts 105 and 112 of the Laws of 1909, and 
Act 158 of the Laws of 1911, are hereby repealed. 


Section 9. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1913.

Section 8 of an Act passed by the Legisiature 
of the Territory of Hawaii at the Regular Session of 1913, 
entitled, “An Act Relating to the Honolulu Water and Sewer 
Works and Repealing Former Laws Relating Thereto”, is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. Sections 552 to 573, both inclusive, of the Re- 
vised Laws, Acts 105 and 112 of the Laws of 1909, and Act 
158 of the Laws of 1911, are hereby repealed, provided that 
the repeal of said Sections 553, 554, 557, 558 and 559 and 
said Acts 112 and 158 shall not be effective until the transfer 
of the water and sewer works to the City and County of Hono- 
lulu or its’ successor shall be made as provided in Section 1 of 
this Act, and provided further that until such transfer all ot 
the powers and duties conferred upon or required of the Super- 
intended of Public Works by said Sections 553, 554, 557, 558 
and 559 and said Acts 112 and 158 shall be exercised and per- 
formed by said Superintendent subject to the direction of the 
Governor.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Ssection 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any moneys 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of $4,- 
000.00, or so much thereof as may be necessary to reimburse 
the laborers and materialmen who furnished labor and material 
used in the construction of new buildings at the Boys’ Indus- 
trial School at Waialee, Oahu, during the year 1912, and whose 
claims have not been paid. . 


Section 2. No portion of such sum shall be paid to any 
claimant until he shall satisfy the Superintendent of Public 
Works that the labor or material for which such claim is made, 
was actually used in the construction of the buildings afore- 
said and that the same has not been paid, and until such claim- 
ant shall execute and deliver to the Superintendent of Public 
Works a good and sufficient legal assignment to the Territory 
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of Hawaii of his claim for the sum so paid, against the person, 
firm or corporation primarily responsible therefor. 


Srction 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 88 of Act 118 of the Laws of 1907 is 
hereby amended by striking out all of said section after the word 
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“him” in line 8 thereof, so that said section shall then read as 
follows: 


“Section 88. All warrants issued by the auditor during each 
year, commencing with the first Monday of January of the year 
1909 and thereafter, commencing with the first Monday after 
the first day of January, shall be numbered consecutively, the 
number, date and amount of cach, the name of the person to 
whom payable, and the purpose for which drawn stated there- 


on; and they shall, at the time they are issued, be registered by 
him.” 


Section 2. Section 99 of Act 118 of the Laws of 1907 is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 99. When a warrant is presented to the treasurer 
for payment, if there is money in the treasury for that pur- 
pose, he shall pay the same and write or stamp on the face there- 
ot “Paid,” the date of payment, and sign his name thereto. 
No warrant upon the treasury shall be paid unless presented to 
the treasurer for payment before the close of the biennial period 
next after the biennial period in which it shall have been issued. 
All warrants not so presented within such time shall be deemed 
to have been paid, and any moneys held at the expiration of 
such time in a special fund or account for the payment of such 
warrants shall thereupon be transferred to general funds. Al 
warrants paid by the treasurer shall be filed by him with the 
documents of his office; before filing said warrants, the trea- 
surer shall, from time to time, officially advise the auditor of 
their payment; such notice shall contain the serial number of 
the warrant, name of the payee, amount and date of payment. 
The treasurer shall pay no warrants not properly endorsed.” 


Section 3. A new section is hereby added to Act 118 of the 
Laws of 1907, such section to be known as Section 105A, and to 
read as follows: 
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“Section 105A. The treasurer shall create and maintam a 
permanent revolving fund, to be known as the cash basis fund, 
for the purpose of putting and keeping the payment of the cur- 
rent expenses of the city and county on a cash basis. For this 
purpose, in the month of June and in the month of December 
of each year, he shall cause to be set aside and placed in such 
fund from the moneys received from taxes on real and personal 
property and from other sources, which would otherwise be 
available for the current expenses of the city and county, an 
amount equal to not less than one-fortieth of one per cent ot 
the value as assessed for taxation of the real and personal prop- 
erty in the city and county, until the accumulated amount in 
such fund shall be sufficient to meet all legal demands against 
the treasury of the city and county for the first four months or 
other necessary period of the succeeding half calendar year, 
such accumulated amount to be not less than one-fifth of one 
per cent of such assessed value.

shall cause all moneys so transferred from the cash basis fund 
to be returned thereto before the end of the half calendar year 
in which such moneys are so transferred.”

and in the actual use of such home. 


All property both real and personal of public library asso- 
ciations shall be exempt from taxation. 


The property of the value of one hundred thousand dollars

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which is used exclusively for the moral, physical, intellectual 
and religious improvement of men or women. 


All property both real and personal belonging to and actually 
used by the Kaiulani Home for Girls shall be exempt from 
taxation.

RELATING to HARBORS AND Wuarves, AMENDING, REPEAL- 
ING AND ADDING TO Cerrain Laws RELATING THERETO. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii : 


Section 1. Section 3 of Act 163 of the Laws of 1911 is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 3. Except as otherwise provided by law, said board 
shall have and exercise all the powers and shall perform all the 
duties which may lawfully be exercised by or under the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii relative to the control and management of the 
harbors, harbor improvements, ports, docks, wharves and ship- 
ping throughout the Territory, and shall have the authority to 
use, and permit and regulate the use of, the wharves, piers, 
bulkheads, quays and landings belonging to or controlled by the 
Territory for loading and landing merchandise, with a right 
to collect wharfage and demurrage thereon or therefor; and. 
subject to all applicable provisions of law, to fix and regulate 
from time to time the rates of wharfage, demurrage, rents for 
warehouses or warehouse space only, and other charges. The 
board shall likewise have power to appoint and remove clerks, 
wharfingers and their assistants, pilots and pilot boat crews and 
all such other employees as may be necessary, and to fix their 
compensation; to make rules and regulations pursuant to this 
Act and not inconsistent with law; and generally shall have 


all powers necessary fully to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. 


All moneys appropriated for harbor improvements, including 
new construction, reconstruction, repairs, salaries and operat- 
ing expenses, shall be expended under the supervision and eon- 
trol of the board, subject to the provisions of this Act and of 
Act 62 of the Laws of 1909 as amended. 
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All contracts and agreements authorized by law to be en- 
tered into by the board shall be executed on its behalf by its 
chairman. 


The board shall prepare and submit annually to the Gov- 
ernor a report of its official acts during the preceding calendar 
year, together with its recommendations as to harbor improve- 
ments throughout the Territory.” 


Section 2. A new section is hereby added to said Act 163 
of the Laws of 1911, to be known as Section 3A, said Section 
to read as follows: 


“Section 3A. The terms ‘wharfage’ and ‘demurrage’ where 
used in this Act are hereby defined as follows: 


Wharfage: The charge made for water craft occupying 
berths at the wharves, picrs, bulkheads, quays and landings or 
moored or anchored in any slip, dock, bay, harbor or roadstead 
under the control of the board. 


Demurrage: The charge made against freight which re- 
mains upon premises other than warehouses under the control 
of the board longer than twenty-four hours.” 


Section 3. Section 5 of Act 163 of the Laws of 1911 is 
hereby amended by adding after the word “wharfage”’, in 
line 9 thereof, the word “demurrage”, and by adding after the - 
word “Territory”, in line 13 thereof, the words “as hereinafter 
provided.” 


Srecrion 4. Section 7 of Act 163 of the Laws of 1911 is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 7. The board shall appoint wharfingers for the har- 
bors of Honolulu, Hilo and Kahului, and for such other ports 
and harbors as in their opinion have need thereof. They shall 
fix the compensation of such wharfingers, and their assistants,

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and shall certify the names and compensation thereof to the 
auditor of the Territory. The board shall likewise fix the 
duties and powers of such wharfingers and their assistants rela- 
tive to shipping, wharves, docks, anchorages and mooring places. 


The fees for services of wharfinger at the ports of Honolulu, 
Kahului and Hilo, until changed by law or by rule or regula- 
tion of the board, shall be $5.00 in addition to his disburse- 
ments for the use of boats and warps, and for labor in moor- 
ing or making fast such vessels; and if necessarily detained on 
board any vessel for more than two hours at any one time, he 
shall be paid at the rate of $2.00 an hour for such extra deten- 
tion, and for each time that he is called upon, or that it may 
be necessary for him, to board any such vessel after having once 
moored her properly, he shall be entitled to receive the same 
fee. The fees for services of wharfingers at other ports shall be 
determined by the board. Such fees shall be payable either to 
the clerk of the board, or to such wharfinger or his assistant, 
who shall account therefor as may be required by the board, to 
the clerk of the board.” 


Secrion 5. Said Act 163 of the Laws of 1911 is hereby 
further amended by adding thereto a new section, to be known 
as Section 7A, said section to read as follows: 


“Section 7A. All such water craft as shall discharge or re- 
ceive freight on or from anv wharf, pier, bulkhead, quay or 
landing belonging to or controlled by the Territory, while made 
fast to or lying alongside of the same, shall pay to the said board 
such rates of wharfage as shall be fixed by said board, not ex- 
ceeding two (2) cents per ton per diem on the net registered 
tonnage of the vessel. 


All such water craft as shall receive or discharge freight (1) 
from or upon any such wharf, pier, bulkhead, quay or landing 
by means of boats, lighters or otherwise while lying at anchor 
or under steam in any bay, harbor or roadstead, or (2) while 
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lying in any slip or dock belonging to or controlled by the Ter- 
ritory, but not made fast to or lying alongside of any wharf, 
pier, bulkhead, quay or landing, shall pay one-half of such 
wharfage rate. Any water craft that shall leave any such 
wharf, pier, bulkhead, quay, landing, slip, dock, basin or wa- 
ters without paying its wharfage, and other charges, with intent 
to evade the payment thereof, shall be liable to pay double 
rates. When any freight shall have remained upon any such 
wharf, pier, bulkhead, quay or landing for more than twenty- 
four hours, the board may, in its discretion, make such demur- 
rage charges for each subsequent day as in its opinion are just 
and equitable. The amount payable by any shipper or con- 
signee for demurrage or other charges in respect of any freight 
shall be a lien on the same, and the board, its officers, employees 
or servants may take and hold possession of any such freight 
to secure the payment of such amount, and for the purpose of 
such lien, shall be deemed to have possession of such freight 
until such amount shall be paid. Such lien may be enforcecd 
and foreclosed in the same manner as is prescribed for the 
foreclosure of agister’s liens in Sections 2180 and 2181 of the 
Revised Laws.” 


Section 6. A new section is hereby added to said Act 163 
of the Laws of 1911, to be known as Section 9A, said section 
to read as follows: 


“Section 9A. The terms ‘wharfinger’ and ‘harbor master’. 
where used in this Act, shall be synonymous.” 

Section 7. Sections 508 to 524 both inclusive, and Sec- 
tions 529 to 551 both inclusive of the Revised Laws, are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 8. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1913.

AN ACT 


To PROVIDE FOR TUE NOMINATION or Exection oF CANDI- 
DATES FOR ELEcTIVE Orricres BY Direct VOTE. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. The words and phrases in this Act shall, unless 
the same be inconsistent with the context, be construed as fol- 
lows: 

1. The word “primary”, the primary election provided for 
in this Act. 


2. The word “election”, a general election as distinguished 
from a primary election or a special election. 


3. The word “precinct”, a district established by law, within 
which all qualified voters vote at one polling place. 


4. The word “party”, an association of voters united for 
the purpose of promoting a common political end or carrying 
out a particular line of political policy which maintains a gen- 
eral organization throughout the Territory, including a regu- 
larly constituted central committee and county committees. 


5. The word “office”, an elective public office. 


6. The word “county”, the counties of Hawaii, Maui, Kauai 
and the city and county of Honolulu, as the context may re- 
quire. 


7. The word “Clerk”, the city and county clerk or county 
clerk as the context may require. 


This statute shall be liberally construed so that the real will 
of the electors may not be defeated by any informality or fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of law in respect to the giv- 
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ing of any notice, or the conducting of any primary, or the cer- 
tifying of the results thereof. 


Section 2. Hereafter, all candidates for elective ottices shall 
be nominated in accordance with the provisions of this Act, and 
not otherwise. This Act shall not apply to special elections, but 
at such special elections all candidates shall be nominated by 
nomination papers signed and filed as by law provided. 


Section 3. 1. ‘The primary shall be held at the regular 
polling place in each precinct on the second Saturday ot Sep- 
tember, in the year 1914, and biennially thereafter; provided, 
that in such county or counties or city and county where an 
election of county officers has by law been tixed to take place 
in any month other than November, a primary shall also be 
held on the second Saturday of the second month preceding such 
election month, and biennially thereafter for the election of 
such county officers.

2. No person shall be a candidate for the ensuing general 

or county election unless he shall have been nominated at the 
primary next prior thereto. 


Section 4. 1. At least thirty (30) days before the time for 
holding such primary, the Secretary of the Territory shall pre- 
pare and transmit to each county clerk a notice in writing des- 
ignating the offices for which candidates are to be nominated at 
such primary for territorial and county offices and stating the 
time when, and the place where such primary will be held in 
each precinct. 


2. Upon receipt of such notice, each county clerk shall with- 
in seven (7) days thereafter, cause as much thereof as may be 
applicable to his county to be published, in both the English 
and Hawaiian languages, once a week for three (3) consecu- 
tive weeks, in at least one (1) newspaper of general circula- 
tion within the county. 
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3. The county clerk shall, within ten (10) days after the 
receipt of such notice, cause notice of such primary, in both 
the Hawaiian and English languages, to be posted in three 
(3) conspicuous public places in each precinct in the county. 
Such notice shall state the time when, and place where the 
primary will be held in each precinct therein, together with 
the offices for which candidates are to be nominated and elected, 


Secrion 5. 1. The name of no candidate shall be printed 
upon any otticial ballot to be used at any prunary election unless 
at least twenty (20) days, prior to such primary, a nomination 
paper shall have been filed in his behalf as provided in this 
Act in substantially the following form:

2. All nomination papers shall have substantially the above 
form written or printed thereon, provided, that those filed for 
non-partisan candidates may omit the words “and members 
of thess reren arnie aa comes Party”, and the cer- 
tificate at the foot thereof. No signatures shall be counted, un- 
less they are upon sheets each having this form written or print- 
ed thereon, which shall be provided by the county clerk. 


3. No person shall sign the nomination papers of more than 
one candidate for the same office, nor for more than the actual 
number of offices of one class. Nomination papers shall be 
construed in this regard according to priority of filing, and the 
name of any person appearing thereon shall be counted only 
so long as this provision is not violated, and not thereafter. 


4, No name on nomination papers shall be counted, unless 
the signor is an elector, qualified to vote for the candidate at 
the next primary county or general election. 


w 


5. Nomination papers for candidates for Delegate to Cong- 
ress shall be signed by not less than twenty-five (25) qualified 
electors of the Territory. 


6. Nomination papers for candidates for either branch of 
the Legislature and for County office shall be signed by not less 
than fifteen (15) qualified electors of the district or county or 
subdivision thereof for which the person nominated is a can- 
didate. 


Section 6. In case the person is nominated by more than 
one party, he shall forthwith file with the proper officer in 
charge of the preparation of the ballots, a written declaration 
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indicating the party designation under which his name is to 
be printed on the official primary ballot. In case such candi- 
date fail to do so, his name shall be printed in the non-partisan 
column. 


Secrion 7. Nomination papers may also be filed on behalf 
of non-partisan candidates. Such papers shall be similar in 
form and signed in the same manner as in the case of party 
candidates, and no nominator shall be allowed to sign any such 
paper who has previously signed any nomination paper for the 
same primary as a member of a political party. 


Section 8. Nomination papers shall be filed as follows: 


1. For Delegate to Congress and members of the Legisla- . 
ture, with the secretary of the Territory, at least thirty (80) 
days prior to the day for holding the primary. 


2. For County offices, with the county clerk, at least twenty 
(20) days prior to the day for holding the primary. 


3. There shall be deposited with each nomination for terri- 
torial or county offices a fee of. Ten ($10.00) Dollars, on ac- 
count of the expenses attending the holding of the primary, 
which shall be paid into the Treasury of the Territory, or the 
County, as the case may be, as a realization. 


4. Upon the receipt at the office of the secretary of the 
Territory or at the office of the county clerk of a nomination 
of a candidate, the day, hour and minute when it was received 
shall be indorsed thereon. 


Section 9. 1. At least fifteen (15) days before any prim- 
ary, the secretary of the Territory shall transmit to each county 
clerk a certified list, containing the names of all persons for 
whom nomination papers have been duly filed in his office, 
and who are entitled to be voted for in the county at snch 
primary, also designating the office for which each is a can- 
didate, and whether a party candidate or non-partisan. 
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2. The county clerk shall forthwith post a copy of such 
fist in a conspicuous place in his office and in at least three 
conspicuous places in each precinct. ‘Said clerk shall also 
transmit without delay to each candidate named in said lists 
a true copy of such lists. 


3. The county clerk shall, at least twelve (12) days before 
any primary, prepare a list containing the names of all per- 
sons for whom nomination papers have been duly filed in his 
office, and who are entitled to be voted for in the county at such 
primary, also designating the office for which each is a can- 
didate, and whether a party candidate or non-partisan. A copy 
of said list shall be posted in a conspicuous place in his office 


- and in at least three conspicuous places in each precinct. 


Said clerk shall also transmit without delay to each candidate 
named in said lists a true copy of such lists. 


Szectron 10. The county clerk shall prepare and have print- 
ed the official ballots which shall be of uniform size, weight, 
shape and thickness and of the same color and shall contain the 
names of all candidates of the different parties and the names 
of all the non-partisan candidates, if any. The arrangement of 
the ballots shall be based on the percentage of the total vote 
legally cast within the Territory at the last preceding election 
of Delegate to Congress, giving the party whose candidate for 
such office polled the highest vote within the Territory the first 
position on such ballots; to the party whose candidate for such 
office polled the next highest within the Territory the second 
position on such ballots, and so forth. The names of all can- 
didates shall be printed thereon, in their respective party or 
non-partisan column, in alphabetical order, with their Hawaiian 
equivalents, if requested as hereinbefore provided. Such bal- 
lots shall be distributed by the county clerk within the intervals 
of time and in the manner required by the general election and 
county election laws as to territorial and county ballots and shall 
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conform in all other respects except as otherwise required by 
this Act, to the requirements of law governing gencral elections. 
The ballot shall be in substantially the following form, and cou- 
form to the requirements of the several districts and, counties:

Section 11. 1. At least ten (10) days before the primary 
the secretary of the Territory and the county clerk shall pre 
pare a specimen ballot and shall forthwith submit a copy of the 
same to the chairmen of the several territorial, and to the chair- 
men of the several county committees, and to the several candi- 
dates at their post office addresses as given on their nomination 
papers and shall post a copy of the same in a conspicuous place 
in his office. 


2. At least five (5) days before the primary, the county 
clerk shall correct any errors or omissions in the official ballot 
and cause the same to be printed and distributed as required by 
law. 


Section 12. No person shall be entitled to vote at any prim- 
ary unless he shall have been registered as a duly qualified 
elector of the precinct at least ten (10) days prior to said prim- 
ary, which fact shall be determined by lists presented to the 
judges of election by the county clerk at least three (3) days 
prior to said primary. 


Section 13. 1. The polls at primaries shall be epen from 
eight o’clock in the morning until five o’clock in the evening, 
and no ballot shall be deposited before or after such period. 


2. Any person desiring to vote at a primary shall state his 
name and residence to the inspectors of election, one of whom 
shall thereupon announce the same in a distinct tone of voice 
sufficiently loud to be heard by all persons in the polling place. 
Tf the person desiring fo vote is not challenged, one of the prim- 
ary, judges shall give to him one official ballot. folded in an uni- 
form manner so that the contents thereof shall be concealed. 
The voter shall proceed into one of the compartments provided 
for the purpose ard therein mark the ballot. He shall then 
refold the ballot in the same folds as it was handed to him and 
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return it to the inspectors. The marked ballot shall immedi 
ately be placed in the ballot box provided for the purpose. 


Sxcrton 14. Any person rightfully in the polling place may 
challenge the right to vote of any person presenting himself to 
the inspectors of election for such purpose. Such challenge 
shall be on the ground: (1) That such elector is not the person 
he alleges himself to be; or (2) That such elector is not entitled 
to vote in such precinct. No other or further challenge shall 
be allowed. Such challenge shall be considered and decided 
immediately by the inspectors, a ruling of the majority thereof 
being final. 


Section 15. Immediately upon the closing of the polls at 
the primary the inspectors shall count the votes cast, in the same 
manner as provided by law for the counting of votes at an elec- 
tion. The inspectors shall, ox separate sheets or blanks to be 
provided for that purpose, make full and accurate returns of 
the votes cast and shall forthwith send one copy thereof to the 
secretary of the Territory and to the county clerk where the 
primary is held; and one copy to the chairmen of the territorial 
central and county committees of each party. 


Section 16. 1. The person receiving the greatest number 
of votes at a primary as a candidate of a party for an office shall 
be the candidate of the party at the following election, and any 
non-partisan candidate receiving at least twenty (20) per cent. 
of the votes of registered voters cast at such primary shall also 
be a candidate at the following election. Provided, however, 
that any candidate receiving the votes of a majority of the re- 
gistered voters voting of the district in which he is a candidate 
shall be thereby duly and legally elected to the office for which 
he is a candidate at such primary. 


2. As soon as may be after the count at the primary the 
county clerk shall publish in some newspaper of general circu- 
lation in the county, a certified statement of the result of the 
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primary as to candidates for the various offices, and shall send 
to the territorial central and county committees of each party 
so much of such statement as relates to such party. 


Srcrion 17. In ease of a tie vote, the tie shall forthwith be 
decided by lot, under the supervision of the county clerk; and 
the candidates interested and the central or county committee, 
as the case may be, of the candidates interested, shall be noti- 
fied by the county clerk of the time and place of the drawing of 
such lot and its members be given an opportunity to be present. 


Srctton 18. In ease of the death, withdrawal, or disquali- 
fication of any candidate before or after the holding of any 
primary, the vacancy so caused shall be filled by the Central or 
County Committee of the party, as the case may be. 


Section 19. 1. In all matters pertaining to this Act the 
territorial central committee of the party shall represent the 
party. 


2. Vacancies in any such Committee shall be filled by the 
committee itself. 


Srcrron 20. The expenses of ballots, blanks, and other sup- 
plics to be used at any primary, and other expenses properly in- 
curred in the preparation for or conducting of such primary, 
shall be borne as follows: 


The cost of printing and publishing such ballots, notices and 
forms as shall be required to be furnished, printed or published 
by the county clerk, shall be paid by such county. 


The cost of printing and publishing the platform of cach party 
shall be borne by such party. 


Srction 21. The seerctary of the Territory shall, at the ex- 
pense of the Territory, provide the necessary polling places and 
ballot boxes, and the inspectors shall be paid by the Territory 
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for their services in conducting the primary the same rate of 
compensation as provided by law in cases of an election. 


Section 22. Any person who shall offer any bribe or make 
any promise of gain, or with knowledge of the same permit any 
person to offer any bribe or make any promise of gain for his 
benefit, to any voter to induce him to sign an election paper, and 
any person who shall accept any such bribe or promise of gain 
of any kind as consideration for signing the same, whether such 
bribe or promise of gain be offered or accepted before or after 
such signing, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
(25) nor more than five hundred (500) dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not less than ten (10) days nor more than six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


This Act shall be deemed to be a part of the election laws of 
the Territory within the meaning of all provisions therein re- 
specting offenses against such laws. 


Section 23. The laws relating to elections shall apply te 
all primaries in so far as they shall be consistent with this Act, 
the intent of this being to place the primary under the regula- 
tion and protection of the election laws, as far as possible, con- 
sistently with the provisions of this Act. 


Sxcrion 24. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


Srotrron 25. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

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ACT 152 
AN ACT 


GRANTING A FRANCHISE FOR THE Purpose oF MANUFACTUR- 
ING AND Srpptying Gas IN THE District or Soutu 
Hizo, County or Hawan, Territory or Hawar. 


Be at Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Manufacture and Supply of Gas. John T 
Baker of Hilo, County of Hawaii, Territory of Hawaii, his 
associates, successors and assigns, or such corporation as he or 
they shall cause to be incorporated under the Laws of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, and its successors and assigns, (he and they 
being hereinafter referred to as the Association), are hereby 
authorized and empowered to manufacture and supply gas for 
use as a fuel, for illuminating purposes and otherwise in the 
District of South Hilo, County of ITawaii, for the term of Fifty 
(50) Years from the date of the approval of this Act by the 
Congress of the United States, subject to the limitations in this 
Act contained. 


Srorrion 2. Erection of Building, ete. The Association 
shall have the right to erect and maintain at such places, within 
the limits mentioned in Section 1 as the Board of Supervisors 
of the County of Hawaii shall approve, such buildings, machin- 
erv and appurtenances as may be necessary for the production, 
manufacture, and storage of such gas, together with its various 
by-products, as may be required from time to time during the 
existence of the rights hereby granted. 


Section 3. Laying Pipes, ete., in Streets. The Associa- 
tion for the purposes of distributing such gas, shall have the 
right from time to time to lay pipes or other conduits in or un- 
aer the streets, roads, and places in the said District of Sonth 
Hilo; and whenever supply pipes and mains shall be laid in 
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any block, connections shall be made and pipes shall be laid 
from said main to the curb line of the street for the purpose 
of supplying gas to the property holders adjoining such street, 
and each of such connections shall be provided with stopcocks 
inside of such curb line; provided, that nothing herein shall pre- 
vent the laying down of additional branches or connections at 
any time when future requirements render the same necessary. 
But the methods by which such streets, roads, and places are 
to be used shall be subject to prior consent and approval of the 
Board of Supervisors, and all instructions and directions made 
by said Board shall be strictly followed to the end that the gen- 
eral public shall be inconvenienced as little as possible; and pro- 
vided, likewise, that whenever any’ street, road, or other place 
shall be excavated and holes or trenches made therein for lay- 
ing, maintaining, replacing or repairing such pipes, conduits, 
or connections, such holes or trenches shall be safe-guarded and 
refilled as soon as possible, and the pavement, if any, and such 
street, road, or other place shall be replaced in good order and 
condition; provided, that if such repair or restoration shall not 
be made to the satisfaction of the Board of Supervisors, within 
a reasonable time, whereof they shall he the judge, they may 
cause it to be done at the expense of the Association. 


Section 4. Meters, Rates. The Association shall also have 
the right to maintain and use gas meters or other means for 
measuring the amount of gas used from time to time. and in 
such places as mav be deemed necessary, and to operate the same 
for all purposes connected with the use of such gas, and shall 
also have the right to charge, receive and collect from all con- 
sumers of gas such reasonable prices as it mav from time to 
time fix and determine, but not at any time to exceed Two 
Dollars per thousand cubic feet, with a discount of ten ner cent 
on all payments made within ten days after due and demanded. 
provided, however, that the prices charged to all consumers snb- 
stantially under the same conditions and circumstances shall be 
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equal, and shall also have the right to charge consumers or in- 
tended consumers of gas for the cost and expense of making con- 
nections between the mains and premises where such gas is to 
be used, and may include also the price for all connection pipe, 
gas fixtures and other material necessary; provided, that power 
is hereby conferred upon the court of appropriate jurisdiction at 
all times and upon the petition of any consumer or the Associa- 
tion to hear and determine, from time to time, what rate or rates 
are reasonable, and to enforce the same by appropriate judgment 
or decree; and provided, further, that all the provisions of this 
Act and all the rights granted thereby shall be subject to all 
general laws that may be in force from time to time relative to 
publie utilities in this Territory. 


Srcrion 5. Cutting off Service. The Association shall also 
have the right to cut off the supply of gas from any consumer 
who shell refuse or fail to pay amounts due for gas so sup- 
plied by the association, within such reasonable time as may be 
fixed for payment of the same; but such cutting off shall not 
prevent the Association from using any remedies now or which 
may hereafter be authorized by law for collecting debts. 


Section 6. The rights and powers hereby granted shall be 
exercised in such manner as to cause the least inconvenience to 
the public; and the Association shall provide gas of the best 
quality obtainable, which quality shall be subject to the control 
of such reasonable rules and regulations as the Board of Super- 
visors shall from time to time deem necessary, and the build- 
ings and machinery, with all appurtenances, to be erected, and 
general plant to be maintained in connection therewith, together 
with the offices, books, and accounts of the Association shall be 
open to examination and inspection at all times by the Board of 
Supervisors or some one duly authorized by them for that pur- 
pose. 


Sretion 7. Time of Commencing Work. Tt is further pro- 
vided that the rights hereby granted shall cease and determine 
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if operations hereunder are not commenced by beginning the 
construction of buildings or other works for manufacturing or 
supplying such gas, or by laying pipes or conduits in any of 
the streets, roads, or places within two years from and after 
the date of approval of this Act by the Congress of the United 
States; and also if sufficient works are not completed and in 
operation to supply gas, and if gas is not supplied within two 
years after such commencement. 


Section 8. Mortgages, Bonds. The Association shall have 
power to mortgage the franchise hereby conferred to secure the 
payment of bonds or other monetary obligations incurred in the 
construction of buildings, machinery, pipes, conduits and appur- 
tenances and the manufacturing and supplying of gas as pro- 


vided by this Act. 


Section 9. Exemption from Taxation. All property of 
every kind and nature, forming or used as part of such gas sys- 
tem, including this franchise, shall be exempt from any and all 
taxes under the Territory of Hawaii until the expiration of 
Seven (7) vears from and after the date of the approval of 
this Act by the Congress of the United States. 


Secrron 10. On the 1st day of July of each year there shall 
be payable to the Treasurer of the County of Hawaii, for and 
on behalf of said county, two per centum of the gross receipts 
of the Association for all gas furnished to consumers under the 
terms of this Act during the preceding twelve (12) calendar 
months. 


Section 11. The Association shall, within one month after 
the expiration of each calendar year, file with the Board of Sup- 
ervisors, a detailed statement showing all of its receipts and 
exnenditures during the preceding calendar year; and all of 
its books, papers, records and accounts shall, at all reasonable 
times, be open to inspection by the Governor, the Board and 
their respective agents appointed for such purpose. 
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The Association shall not issue stock in excess of the amount 
paid to it therefor in cash and twenty-five thousand dollars addi- 
tional, nor shall it issue bonds at less than ninety per cent. of 
their par value; and the entire proceeds of its stock and bonds 
shall be applied to capital expenditure. 


No member of the Association, or any assignee or successor 
of the same, and no stockholder or officer thereof shall become 
interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract made by the 
Association, its assignees or successors, for the construction of 
any part of the work. 


Sxcrion 12. That this franchise may at any time be amend- 
ed or repealed by the Congress of the United States or by the 
Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, with the approval of 
the Congress of the United States; and the rights, privileges, 
and powers by this Act conferred shall not be construed to be 
exclusive. 


Srection 13. That the Territory of [awaii, the County of 
IIawaii, or any political subdivision thereof, within or includ- 
ing the District of South Hilo, may at any time after the ex- 
piration of ten (10) years from the date of the passage of this 
Act by the Congress of the United States, and upon six months 
notice in writing to the Association, given pursuant to proper 
authority, acquire by purchase all the property of the Associa- 
tion, subject to the then existing charges thereon. The amount 
to be paid to the Association for such purchase shall be determ- 
ined by a Commission of three persons, one to be appointed by 
the Association, or in case it should fail to do so within thirty 
days after requested to do so by the purchaser, then by the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Hawaii, one by the 
purchaser, and the third by the two so appointed, or in case 
they should fail to agree upon the third member within thirty 
days, then by said Chief Justice, but such amount shall in no 
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case exceed the actual cost of the property and twenty per cent. 
in addition thereto less the charges thereon. 


Either the Association or the purchaser may appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii from the decision of such commis- 
sion by filing a written notice of appeal with the Commission 
within five days after the decision is rendered. It shall there- 
upon be the duty of the Commission immediately to certify up 
to the Supreme Court the record of its proceedings, showing in 
such certificate the valuation claimed by the Association, the 
valuation claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as de- 
termined by the Commission. Such certificate shall be accom- 
panied by copies of all papers, documents, and evidence upon 
which the decision of the Commission was based, and a copy of 
such decision. Upon any such appeal the Supreme Court may, 
in its behalf, take or require further evidence to be introduced 
by either party. 


Within six months after the determination of the purchase 


price, as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the Association. 


Section 14. Approval. This Act shall take effect and be 
law from and after the date of its approval by the Governor 
of the Territory of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval 
of the Congress of the United States.

To AUTHORIZE AND PROVIDE FOR THE MANUFACTURE, MAIN- 
TENANCE, DISTRIBUTION AND ULLLY OF ELecrrRic Lieu 
AND Power WITHIN tue Linus DISTRICT AND THE KOLOA 
Disrricr, Country or Kauai, TarRiroryr or Lawan. 


Be vt Enacted by the Legislature of the Lerrdory of Hawai: 


Sxcrion 1. ‘That Hans Isenberg ot Lihue, County of Kauai, 
Territory of Hawaii, his associates, successors and assigns, or 
such corporation as he or they shall cause to be incorporated 
under the laws of the Territory of Hawaii, (he and they beng 
hereinafter referred to as the “association” ), be and hereby are 
vested with the right, authority and privilege for the term of 
fifty (50) years from and after the date of the approval of this 
Act by the Congress of the United States to manufacture, sell, 
furnish and supply electric light, electric current, or electric 
power in the Lihue District and the Koloa District, County ot 
Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, for lighting the streets, roads, pub 
lie or private buildings, or for motive power, or for any other 
purpose which they may deem advisable, and from time to time 
for said term of fifty (50) years, for the purposes herein men- 
tioned, to construct, maintain and operate suitable poles, lines, 
wires, cables, lamps, lamp-posts, conductors, conduits and such 
other appliances and appurtenances as may from time to time 
be necessary for the transmission, distribution or supply of elec- 
tricity to consumers thereof, under, along, upon and over the 
streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in 
the Lihue District and the Koloa District, County of Kauai, 
Territory of Hawaii, and to connect, by means of the said lines, 
wires and conductors, any manufactory, private or publie build- 
ings, lamps, lamp-posts, or other structure or object with the 
place of supply. 
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Secrion 2. That all poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp- 
posts, conductors, conduits, and other appliances, constructed, 
maintained, or operated under, along, upon or over the streets, 
sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in the said 
Lihue District and- the said Koloa District shall be so con- 
structed, maintained and operated by the association as to not 
unnecessarily interfere with the use of such streets, sidewalks, 
roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes by the public. 


Section 3. That said association, its representatives, succes- 
sors and assigns, shall be responsible for any damages, either 
to person or property resulting from any act of negligence on 
its part, which may occur by reason of the exercise of any of 
the privilege: herein granted. 


Srcrion 4. If said association, its representatives, succes- 
sors and assigns, shall fail or refuse to do or perform or comply 
with any of the provisions of this Act, or the laws of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, and continues to refuse or fail to perform or 
comply therewith after reasonable notice given by the Board of 
Supervisors of the County of Kauai, to comply therewith, said 
Board of Supervisors may, with the consent of the Governor, 
and of the Attorney General, cause proceedings to be instituted 
before any appropriate tribunal to have the franchise hereby 
granted and all rights and privileges accruing hereunder forfeit- 
ed and declared null and void, and in case of a forfeiture of this 
franchise the Territory of Hawaii, the County of Kauai, or any 
political subdivision thereof, shall have the right to purchase all 
the property of the association within the said Lihue District 
and the said Koloa District at the value thereof, such value 
to be determined as provided in Section 16 hereof, provided, 
notice of such desire and intention to purchase is given to the 
association by the Territory of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, 
or any political division thereof, within sixty days after the 
forfeiture of this franchise. 
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Sxcrion 5. The association shall have the right to maintain, 
operate and use electric meters or other means of measuring 
electric light, power or current supply from time to time and 
to locate the same at such places as may be deemed necessary 
for its protection. That said association shall have the right 
to charge, receive and collect from all consumers of electricity 
such reasonable prices as may from time to time be fixed and 
determined by the association, but such charge shall not at any 
time exceed twenty cents (20c) per killowatt hour or one thon- 
sand watt hours; provided, however, that the association shall 
have the right to charge, receive and collect from each consumer 
of electricity for light the sum of two dollars ($2.00) per month, 
and from each consumer of electricity for power, the sum of 
one dollar ($1.00) per month for one horse power apparatus 
connected to the service of the association, and provided, fur- 
ther, that should electricity be required of said association by 
the Territory of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, or any suc- 
cessor of either, or of any political subdivision thereof, for pub- 
lic purposes, said association shall not charge therefor more than 
ten cents (10c) per killowatt hour or one thousand watt hours; 
and provided, further, that power is hereby conferred upon any 
publie utilities commission, or like commission which may be 
created by law at all times, upon the petition of any consumer 
or by any petition of the association to hear and determine, from 
time to time, what rate or rates are reasonable and to enforce 
the same by appropriate order, judgment or decree, and fur- 
ther, provided, that in case there should be no such commission 
or, to the extent to which such commission, if any, may not 
have sufficient jurisdiction, such power may be exercised by the 
circuit judge of the Fifth Cirenit Court. 


Section 6. Said association shall have the right to charge 
consumers or applicants for the use of electricity for one-half of 
the cost and expenses of making connections between the com- 
pany’s main line and the premises where the electricity is to 
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be used, such cost and expenses to include the price of all wire, 
poles, insulators and other materials and labor necessary to be 
used in making such connections; provided, however, that the 
association shall not be required to make, construct or maintain 
said connections as aforesaid, or supply light, or power, unless 
the applicant or applicants for such light or power, if required, 
shall deposit in advance with the association a sum of money 
sufficient to pay one-half of the cost and expenses of making 
and constructing such connections, and for current, for a period 
of one month in advance; provided, further, that if electric light 
or power is required by any consumer or applicant to be de- 
livered outside of the District of Lihue as now defined by law, 
the association shall have the right to charge such consumer or 
applicant for the use of electricity all of the cost and expenses 
of making connections between the association’s main line and 
the premises where the electricity is to be used, such cost and 
expenses to include the price of all wires, poles, insulators, and 
other materials and labor necessary to be used in making such 
connections. 

Sxcrion 7. The association shall not be required to extend, 
construct or maintain its main lines beyond a distance of three 
hundred feet unless there be an applicant for each three hundred 
feet of extension or fraction thereof, and unless each applicant 
shall, in addition to the other requirements in this Act provided, 
agree to take, install and maintain five 40-watt lamps or one 
horse power of power apparatus for not less than one year. 

Secrion 8. The association shall have the right to discon- 
tinue or cut off the supply of electricity to any consumer who 
shall refuse to pay the amount due for electricity supplied by 
said association, within such reasonable time as said association 
may fix for the payment of the same, and such discontinuance of 
service or supply of electricity shall not be a bar to or preju- 
dice the rights of the association in any remedy or remedies 
now, or which may hereafter be authorized by law for the re- 
covery and collection of the amount due. 
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Section 9. The Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Kauai is hereby authorized to make, and from time to time 
change, amend or add to reasonable rules regulating the plac- 
ing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires and apparatus 
carrying electric current, and the maintenance in good repair 
of all poles, wires and apparatus, and generally concerning the 
manufacture and supply of electricity which may be necessary 
or proper for the public safety and welfare. 1f at any time 
the association, after reasonable notice given to it in writing, 
shall fail to observe or execute the rules and regulations here- 
in above provided for, relative to the placing of poles and wires. 
the insulation of wires and apparatus carrying clectrie current, 
and the repair of all poles and appliances, the Board of Super- 
visors of the County of Kauai, after giving the assocciation rev- 
sonable notice thereof in writing of its intention so to do, may 
proceed to remedy such repair and the cost of such repairs or 
charges may be recovered from the association by the County 
of Kauai. 


Section 10. The entire plant, corporation, books, and ac- 
counts of the association shall at all times be subject to the in- 
spection of the Board of Supervisors of the County of Kauai or 
other officer appointed by it for that purpose. 


Section 11. The association shall, within one month after 
the expiration of each calendar year, file with the Board of Sup- 
ervisors a detailed statement, showing all of its receipts and ex- 
penditures during the preceding calendar year and shall, at the 
time, pay to the county treasurer of the County of Kauai, for 
and on behalf of said county, one-half of one per centum of the 
gross receipts of the association from all electric light or power 
furnished to consumers during the preceding vear; and all its 
books, papers, records and accounts shall, at all reasonable times, 
be open to the inspection by the Governor, Board of Supervisors 
and their respective agents appointed for such purpose. 
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Section 12. Said association shall have the right to acquire, 
hold, or take over, either by purchase or lease, property both 
real, personal, or mixed, and such other property as may be 
deemed necessary or essential for the proper conduct of its 
business. Said association shall, however, not have the right to 
purchase franchises and property of whatever nature of, nor 
shares of stock in, or bonds of another company or corporation 
of like nature. 


Section 13. The said association whenever, from time to 
time, it shall deem expedient in the furtherance of the objects 
of the association, shall have the power to borrow money and 
secure the payment thereof with interest agreed upon, by mort- 
gage of all or any part of its property and the franchise and 
privilege-granted or obtained by virtue of this Act, or if it be 
deemed advisable, bonds may be issued, secured by deed of trust 
of such property as aforesaid not to exceed sixty per centum of 
the actual value thereof, together with all future acquired prop-

No member of the 
association, or any assignee or successor of the same, and no 
stockholder or officer thereof shall become interested, directly 
or indirectly, in any contract made by the association, its as 
signees or successors, in the construction of any part of the 
works.

Act 153. Electric Franchise, Lihue, Kauai. 


Section 14. Time of commencing work. It is further pro- 
vided, that the right hereby granted shall cease and determine, 
if operations hereunder are not commenced by beginning the 
construction of buildings or other works for manufacturing or 
supplying electric light and power, or by placing poles and 
wiring the same, or constructing conduits and laying wires 
therein in any of the streets, roads or other places for the pur. 
pose of conducting electric light and power, within one year from 
and after the date of approval of this Act by the Congress of 
the United States, and also, if sufficient works are not com- 
pleted and in operation to supplv electric light and power, and 
if electric light and power is not supplied within one year after 
such commencement. 


Section 15. That this franchise may at any time be amend- 
ed or repealed by the Congress of the United States, or by the 
Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii with the approval of the 
Congress of the United States, and the rights, privileges and 
powers by this Act conferred shall not be construed to be ex- 
clusive. And said association and the franchise, rights and 
privileges granted by this Act shall be subject, in all respects, 
to such law establishing a public utility commission and such 
other laws of a general nature as may be applicable, from time 
to time, to electric light and power plants, or the companies 
operating them in the Territory of Hawaii or the County of 
Kauai or its successors. 


Section 16. That the Territory of Hawaii, the County of 
Kauai, or any political subdivision thereof, may at any time 
after the expiration of twenty (20) years from the date of the 
passage of this Act by the Congress of the United States. and 
unon six months’ notice in writing to the association, given pur- 
suant to proper authority. when so authorized by the Legislature 
of the Territory of Hawati. aeauire by purchase all the prov- 
erty of the association, subject to the then existing charges 
thereon. 
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The amount to be paid to the association for such purchase 
shall be determined by a commission of three persons, one to 
be appointed by the association, or in case it should fail to do 
so within thirty days after having been requested to do so by 
the purchaser, then by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and the third by the two so 
appointed, or in ease they should fail to agree upon the third 
member within thirty days, then by said chief justice, any such 
action by the chief justice to be taken only after giving to each 
" party notice and an opportunity to be heard, but such amount 
shall in no case exceed the actual cost or the actual value of 
the tangible property or the actual cost of reproducing or re- 
placing it, less depreciation and less the charges thereon.

Tt shall thereupon be 
the duty of the commission immediatelv to certify up to the 
Supreme Court the record of its proceedings, showing in such 
certificate the valuation claimed bv the association, the valua- 
tion claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as determined 
by the commission. Such certificate shall be accompanied by 
copies of all naners. doerments. and evidence upon which the 
decision of the commission was based and a copy of such deci- 
sion. non anv such anneal the Supreme Court mav. in its 
behalf take or reanire further evidence to be introduced bv 
either party. 


Within six months after the determination of the nurchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association. and 
therenpon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and determ- 
ine, and all the property of said association shall become the 
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property of such purchaser without any further conveyance, but 
said association shall make all such further conveyances as may 
be desired by the purchaser and approved by said commission 
or said court on appeal. 


Section 17. This Act shall take effect and be law from and 
after the date of its approval by the Governor of the Territory 
of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of the Congress 
of the United States, provided that such approval by Congress 
shall be obtained within two years after such approval by the 
Governor.

in another building or buildings to house such exhibit; (3) to 
install the same therein; (4) to care for and maintain the same 
during the exposition; and (5) to make suitable disposition 
thereof at its conclusion.

The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00) is hereby appropriated, to be paid out of any 
moneys in the Treasury, received from the general revenues, 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of a mechanical, live 
stock, agricultural and horticultural fair, to be held in the City 
and County of Honolulu, Territory of Hawaii, in the year 
1914, at a date to be fixed in the mamner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. The Governor shall appoint three (3) persons, 
one of whom shall be chairman, who shall constitute a commis- 
sion to be known as the “Fair Commission.” 


Section 3. The commission shall cause to be held at some 
suitable place in the City and County of Honolulu, on a day 
which they may select, in the year 1914, a fair or exhibition 
for the purpose of showing and exhibiting the mechanical, live 
stock, agricultural and horticultural products of the Territory. 


Section 4. The commission is hereby authorized to grant 
premiums, medals, ribbons and prizes for the best exhibits dis- 
played at said fair; and to provide for the acccommodation and 
maintenance of all exhibits during the time said exhibits are 
kept on exhibition. 


Section 5. All moneys expended under this Act shall be 
paid by the territorial treasurer, upon warrants issued by the 
auditor, upon vouchers approved by the chairman of the fair 
commission.

THEREFOR. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Any person who obtains transportation from 
one place to another on any vehicle licensed to carry passengers 
for hire and then refuses to pay the legal fare, as prescribed by 
statute or ordinance for such transportation, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person convicted of this offense 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dob 
lars, or by imprisonment not to exceed thirty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 2. This Act shall not apply to persons who have 
opened accounts with owners of vehicles licensed to carry pas- 
sengers for hire or through persons directly in charge of such 
licensed vehicles at the time of transpsortation. 


Section 3. This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its approval.

and collected annually upon the gains, profits and income over
